Apparently Mr. Scocca has a knack 
for bringing out the worst in people 
he encounters. These people are try- 
ing to do a job within strict time and 
budgetary constraints. They’re being 
stalked not only by people like Mr. 
Scocca, but by teenagers who congre- 
gate near the former firehouse and 
photograph anyone entering or exiting 
the building. 

If Mr. Scocca had treated the 
MTV crew members respectfully, 
perhaps they would have been more 
cooperative and would respect the 
job he’s trying to do.

BIBLIO FILE 
The house that roared 


To get to the headquarters of Shambhala Publications, you must first walk the elegant, cavernous passages : 
of Boston’s Horticultural Hall. The location is a surprising one for a company that publishes books on Eastern 
philosophy, spirituality, and meditation — that has “inner revolution” in its mission statement. Inside the offices, 
cigar smoke mingles with incense. A woman in Indian-print attire smiles broadly from the reception desk. 
Computer terminals hum. This synergy of the laid-back and the forward-moving is Shambhala’s specialty. 

It's a formula that seems to be working. Last week, in a ceremony in New York, Shambhala won the coveted 
adult-trade category in the Annual LMP (Literary Market Place) Awards, the industry’s version of the Oscars. 
In a field dominated by media conglomerates, the award stands as a modest but welcome victory for the 

little guy. Shambhala, with only 20 employees, is minuscule compared to behemoths like Penguin USA, 

the stateside outpost of a worldwide operation, and one of the houses they beat out for the award. 
“| think a part of [the judges’ decision],” jokes Dan Barrett, the company’s vice-president, “was to 
give an award to someone who isn't trying to take over the world.” 
While many of the big players compete for the next big flash-in-the-pan bestseller, Shambhala relies 
on staying power. After 27 years in busess, its first book is still in print. 








Eaton says that at least two committee members whose 
spouses hold state jobs told him they couldn’t vote 
against Mason for fear of crossing Cellucci, since the 
lieutenant governor’s powers of patronage make him, as 
Eaton says, “the person to see if you a want a job with the 


state.” 






And it distinguishes itself from other niche presses by taking risks; both a work of historical fiction (A

AS THE GLOBE TURNS 


Bronner to leave; will Sennott take his place? 


Ethan Bronner, the Boston Globe's Middle East correspondent and one of the 
paper's best reporters, departs for the Mother Ship this summer. Bronner, 39, will become 
a national reporter for the New York Times, most likely covering higher education or 
religion 

“I've been writing for a great but regional paper for 12 years,” Bronner said in a 
telephone interview from Jerusalem. “The idea of writing for a paper that’s read by an 
educated audience across the country is exciting to me.” 

A graduate of Wesleyan University and of the Columbia School of Journalism, Bronner 
came to the G/obe in 1985 after working for Reuters in Madrid, Brussels, and Jerusalem. 
As a Washington correspondent for the Globe, he covered the Supreme Court; his 1989 
book, Battle for Justice: How the Bork Nomination Shook America, won awards from 
Washingtonian magazine, the New York Public Library, and the American Bar Association. 

Though G/obe foreign editor Phil Bennett won't discuss possible 
replacements, one rumor is that Charles Sennott will be a candidate. Sennott 
has traveled in the Middle East in the course of reporting on international arms- 
dealing. And he occasionally reported from the region before coming to the G/obe, 
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when he worked for the New York Daily News. 
It certainly doesn't hurt Sennott’s chances that he's a favorite of G/obe editor Matt 
Storin, a former News managing editor who lured Sennott to 135 Morrissey Boulevard.

A Globe program to recruit minority journalists that dates back to the 1970s has been 
ended after running afoul of federal rules against reverse discrimination. As recounted in 
Howard Kurtz’s column in the Washington Poston Monday, David Wilson, a 23-year- 
old white man who was a student at the University of Kansas, complained to the US Equal 
Employment Opportunity Commission after being told by the Globe that the internship for 
which he had applied was reserved for minorities. The Globe settled with the EEOC and 
then invited Wilson to reapply; at that point, though, he had accepted a two-year internship 
with the Philadelphia Inquirer. Unaffected are co-op (work-study) students and the Globe's 
summer internship program, which accepts 20 to 30 students each year.

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Credit-card companies’ profits are 
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soaring, and millions of Americans are 
racking up astounding credit debt. Now 
Joe Kennedy and other advocates want

OBERT BETTENCOURT ACTUALLY believed 
that the more he used his Discover card, the more 
“cash back” he’d get at the end of the year. The 
27-year-old got the card while he was in college and 
charged it to the limit immediately. He had a part-time 
job, and by the time he was out of school he could af- 
ford only the minimum payments on that debt. Still, he 


got offers for more cards. 


“I just told myself I could always pay it 
back in small chunks,” Bettencourt says. 

But as the bills poured in demanding 
$50, $65, $100 — each month a little 
more — the cards became more and more 
necessary to cover his other expenses. 
Send $100 to Visa, usé Discover to pay the 
electric bill. Pay the Discover payment, buy 
groceries with a different Visa card. Fill 
out the “preapproved” MasterCard offer 
that came in the mail that day and use the 
enclosed check to pay this month’s rent. 

Bettencourt’s balances kept climbing, 
and the minimum payments crept higher 
and higher — to $110, $150, $190. “The 
monthly payments hit $250,” he says. “I

But for the credit-card companies, say a 
growing number of consumer-rights advo- 
cates, Bettencourt is a dream come true. 
He eagerly took on debt; then, unable to 
pay it off quickly, he let the balance carry 
over month after month, and his interest 
charges mounted. Indeed, credit-card 
companies are now doing everything they 
can to get plastic into the hands of people 





like Bettencourt — college students, low- 
income families, and anyone already 
strapped with debt. There is a lot of mon- 
ey to be made off the financially weak. 
The figures are telling. In just the last 
year, the number of low-income house- 
holds (with an annual income of less than 
$20,000) that received credit-card offers

Games they play 


Teaser rates. Offers featuring 
an interest rate as low as 5.9 
percent, prominently displayed 
on the outside of the envelope, 
convince people to sign up for 
the card. After three months, 
six months, maybe a year, the 
interest rate shoots up as high 
as 21 percent. 


Freebies. Credit-card compa- 
nies hand out free.CDs, beep- 
ers, and T-shirts on college 
campuses to students who fill 
out an application. The stu- 
dents rarely pay attention to 
the details about the card; they 
just want the goods. 


Rebates and affinity offers. 
GM, American Airlines, and 
Discover are just a few cards 
,that extend special privileges 
to their customers. GM offers 
discounts on buying a car, 
American offers free tickets, 
and Discover touts cash back 
at the end of the year. But the 
“free” perks are rarely worth all 
the finance charges. To get a 
free airline ticket on American, 
for instance, a customer would 


have to charge $20,000 or 


_ more. 


Hot checks. Credit-card offers 
arrive in the mail with checks 
enclosed. Sometimes they are 
already written out to the cus- 
tomer for an instant cash ad- 
vance; sometimes they are 
blank, so the customer can use 
them like personal checks to 
pay bills. The checks are usual- 
ly treated as a cash advance, 
with a higher interest rate than 
a regular card purchase 

and an additional ser- 
vice charge. Even if 
the checks are en- 
closed as part of a 










teaser-rate package, the teaser 
rate doesn’t always apply to 
the checks. 


Two-tiered interest. Compa- 
nies sometimes decide that a 
customer has too much out- 
standing debt and then use 
that judgment as the basis for 
unilaterally increasing the in- 
terest rate on the card. It’s like 
changing the rules in the mid- 
die of the game. Guidelines for 
how and when interest 
rates can 
change are 
never 
spelled out 
clearly. 






































The GE fee. General Electric 
announced last year that it 
would charge a $25 annual fee 
to its credit-card customers 
who don’t accrue at least $25 
per year in interest charges, 
essentially penalizing cus- 
tomers who handle their mon- 
ey carefully. 


Use it or lose it. Some com- 
panies cancel customers’ 
cards if they don’t use them 
enough or rack up enough in- 
terest and service charges. 


Over-limit penalties. Auto- 
mated credit systems allow 
companies to approve 
charges on the spot, yet 
credit-card companies still 
charge customers for going 
over their limits, even if pur- 
chases are approved. Penalty 
charges usually run $10 to 
$25. 





-cycle billing. Several 
credit-card companies ad- 
vertise a 25- or 30-day 
». grace period on pur- 
py chases, but if the

terest retroactive to the date 
of purchase. 


Unilateral credit-line in- 
creases. Creditors increase 
credit limits, often around 
Christmastime, even if the cus- 
tomer doesn’t request it. This 
is significant because many 
economists have found that 
consumers underestimate their 
credit spending and are limited 
only by the limits on the cards. 


Very low minimum pay- 
ments. The minimum-pay- 
ment structure on most cards 
is so low that more than half 
the payment goes to interest, 
and only a tiny fraction goes 
to pay down the principal bal- 
ance. Sometimes the payment 
structure is set up so that the 
minimum payment doesn’t 
even cover the entire interest 
amount, which means that the 
balance owed actually goes 
up. Companies also encour- 
age customers to pay less by 
offering skip-payment options 
or zero minimums in months 
after a large payment has 
been made — but the interest 
continues to accrue.

est payments last year, compared to 
an estimated $32.2 billion in 1990. 
And, also last year, the stock of sev- 
eral of those companies — such as 
Discover, Citibank, and First USA 
— rose by more than 50 percent. 
They make billions off customers 
who charge more than they can af- 
ford. (See “Games They Play,” page 
11.) 

“I compare them to the cigarette 
industry,” says Gary Klein, of the 
National Consumer Law Center, a 
Boston-based organization that 
fights for consumers’ rights. “They 
encourage people to engage in be- 
havior that’s unhealthy.” 

For years Virginia Slims told 
women they could be like Audrey 
Hepburn if they smoked; Marlboro 
told men they could be James Dean. 
Today credit-card companies tell 
you it’s cool and convenient to pay 
in plastic. Just slap the gold card on 
the bar at your favorite Newbury 
Street hangout and buy a round for 
your friends. Cash is unseemly: 

“You'd better take your Visa card.” Now 
the credit habit — fueled by the credit- 
card companies — is a serious problem. 

By the end of 1996, there was nearly 
$396 billion in unpaid or “revolving” 
credit in this country, a jump of more 
than $100 billion from 1994. That debt 
is eating away at people’s incomes, mak- 
ing them less able to weather financial 
downturns. Already, record numbers of 
people are filing for bankruptcy despite a 
healthy economy and low unemployment. 
The reason: most say they’ve “overex- 
tended” themselves with too much cred- 
it-card debt. 

Bettencourt was most definitely overex- 
tended and finally found himself calling his 
creditors to say he couldn’t pay. Now, af- 
ter a visit to Consumer Credit Counseling 
Services, he is on a strict budget and pay- 
ment plan. And he’s not allowed to use 
credit cards.

The new usury 

Companies that try to make money from 
credit cards are nothing new. Their aggres- 
sive marketing is driven by the outrageous in- 
terest profits these companies can realize — 






four or five times the profit that lenders 
earn on ordinary secured loans. The hustle 
began in the early 1980s, when banks pres- 
sured states one by one to repeal their usury 
laws, which set ceilings on the amount of in- 
terest a creditor could charge. A recession at 
that time had driven interest rates over 20 
percent. When interest rates fell, consumers 
continued to use their high-rate cards. Banks 
realized that customers didn’t pay much at- 
tention to the interest on credit-card pur- 
chases, so they left it near 20 percent. 

The amazing profits from credit-card 
lending have led more banks and inde- 
pendent companies to expand their busi- 
nesses. At the same time, the stock prices 
of several of these companies have 
soared. Citibank, the largest credit-card 
hawker, watched its stock climb to 126 
last week, up from about 78 a year ago. 
Discover’s stock price went from 26 to 
387% in that same period, and First 
USA’s shares more than doubled from 
about 26 to 53%. Wall Street analysts 
base these companies’ values almost to- 
tally on market share, so the only way to 
please investors is to send out more cards 
and lure more people into debt. 





Control yourself 


Carry only one credit 
card. Even low credit 
limits add up if you carry 
several cards.

If they’re re- 
fused, there are hundreds 
of other cards available. 


Do not use credit cards 
for cash advances. 
These carry a higher in- 
terest rate and, often, 
huge fees. If you need 
more cash, use the card 
for purchases you would 


normally make with cash 


Protest extra fees. Often 
credit-card companies 
will refund a fee rather 
than lose a customer. 


Don’t buy credit-card 
insurance. The premi- 
ums are too high, and the 
benefits are Small. 


Get information about 
low-rate cards. Many 
newspapers publish lists 
of the lowest-rate credit 
cards available each 
week. Look at the long- 
term rate: don’t fall for 
“introductory rates.”

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Credit-card companies say they’re merely doing the right 
thing by offering credit to people who were shut out in the 
past. They call it the “democratization of credit.” 

“Under the law we are required to grant credit as broad- 
ly as possible. We are not allowed to discriminate,” says 
Visa USA's director of public affairs David Sandor, refer- 
ring to new requirements that credit providers have had to 
adhere to since banks were deregulated. 

Certainly it’s a positive step to make money accessible to 
people who were denied simply because of where they lived [ 0-6-2 & “heiswler es @ ] 
or the color of their skin. But non-discrimination doesn’t 
have to mean recklessness. Citibank, Discover, and their 
industry colleagues can screen to make sure that card ap- 
plicants havé jobs — without screening out all of Roxbury. 

The credit-card companies’ irresponsibility — and their 
shady methods — is most vividly demonstrated on college 
campuses. 

On any given day at UMass or BU or Northeastern, 
T-shirts and water bottles and beepers are free for the tak- 
ing. Just give me a few minutes of your time, please. Like 
time-share salesmen, Citibank and Discover representa- 
tives lure students — students broke enough to give up 10 
minutes for a free bottle of Coke — to their tables and 
convince them they need plastic. Just a $300 credit line, 
enough to buy your books at the beginning of the semester. 
Or $500; then you can go skiing with your friends. Maybe 
$1000 and spring break in Cancun. 

Immediately after signing her student-loan papers for 
her second semester at UMass, Amy Jones, 19, was greeted 
by the omnipresent credit-card hawkers signing up stu- 
dents for their first personal plastic. 

The first few days of each semester, it seems, are all 
about getting into debt. 

Citibank, one of the heaviest marketers of credit cards to 
college students, défends its practice: “College students are 
adults,” says Maria Mendler, a company spokeswoman. 
“We don't offer cards to anyone under the age of 18, and 
we don’t give a card out to everyone who applies. We 
clearly don’t want anyone to spend more then they can 
handle.” 

But Mendler admits that because her company doesn’t 
require students to have a job to get a card, it’s hard to de- 
termine how much credit they can handle. Citibank and 
other companies raise students’ credit limits while they are 
in school, even though they presumably are not making any 
more money as seniors than they did as freshmen. 

Jennifer, a 20-year-old college freshman from the South 
Shore, says she charged $8200 on bank and store cards 
during a year off between high school and college when she 
worked part-time as a waitress. “I have terrible credit, I’m 
unemployed, and | have a bunch of credit cards — and | 
still get offers,” she says. “It’s just ridiculous.” 

David Sandor says that students, perhaps more than oth- 
ers, should be given credit cards because it’s important for 
them “as future members of society” to learn to handle 
their finances. To live and breathe in this country — to 
write a check, rent a car, or send a FedEx package — it’s 
necessary to have credit cards, and it’s even better to use 
them. 

“To say somebody should not be allowed to have them is 
un-American,” Sandor says.

Discover cards, as well as for cards 
from their lesser-known rivals, land- 
ed in American mailboxes last year. 
Millions of those envelopes promised 
$5000 cash advances or contained 
checks ready to be signed and mailed 
to the landlord or the health club. 
Few made it clear that it can take 
years to pay the debt back. 
Representative Joseph Kennedy 
held hearings in Washington in De- 
cember to look at practices in the 
credit-card industry, and he blasted 


the industry for making rate and pay- 


ment schedules incomprehensible. “I 
understand very well that consumers 
must ultimately be responsible for 
how they use their credit cards,” 
Kennedy said. “But | also know that 
card companies use every trick in the 
book to try to get people to pile up 
debts higher and higher.” 

Take GE, which announced last 
year that it would not only raise in- 
terest rates for card customers who 
meet only.minimum payments but 
also penalize those who pay off their 
entire balances. Kennedy wants new 


legislation that will limit what card is- 


suers can charge consumers and how 
they can raise rates. 

Both Visa and Citibank spokespeo- 
ple argue that consumers should take 
the time to learn about the cost of 
credit, even as the institutions do all 
they can to conceal that information. 
A company trying to inform its cus- 
tomers would not send out solicita- 
tions that scream Out 5.9 PERCENT IN- 
TEREST RATE On the outside of the en- 
velope, while burying in fine print on 
the back of the acceptance form the 


real 18 percent rate that will kick in 
after 90 days. 

Citibank touts the public-service 
announcements it distributes to col- 
lege radio stations to teach students 
about fiscal responsibility. But the 
company doesn’t buy time for the 
ads; instead, it relies on the schools’ 
goodwill to air them. 

Beyond that, such announcements 
don’t tell students how to see 
through a company’s marketing 
pitches, and so some people believe 
the advertisements — three percent 
cash back, no annual fee, $5000 
preapproved credit line — and get 
into financial trouble. 

David Sandor says that, even 
though it may sound like the credit 


line is already yours, every offer is re- 


viewed: “There’s no such thing as a 
preapproved card.” 


One nation, in debt 

The tale of millions of individual 
students and families in debt over 
their heads is a sad one, but the tale 
of all those families put together is 
scary. In an economic downturn, the 
consequences of this rising debt 
could be disastrous. People with no 
savings cushion would not be able to 
pay their bills if they lost their jobs or 
were facing a medical crisis. And 
since everybody’s buying power is al- 
ready tapped out with credit pay- 
ments, consumer spending in a 
downturn would be drastically re- 
duced, and that could send the econ- 
omy into a tailspin. 

Personal bankruptcies are already 
hitting record highs. More than a 
million people filed for bankruptcy in 
1996, 17,000 of them here in Massa- 


chusetts. (See “How To Get Out of 
Trouble,” below.) All over the coun- 
try, those numbers have alarmed 
bankers, economists, and politicians 
who are now sounding the warning 
that too much debt is making our 
economy unstable. 

Yet the pressure among students 
and other consumers to use credit 
cards for things they really can’t af- 
ford is immense in our society, where 
your sneakers and your stereo deter- 
mine your self-worth. It becomes al- 
most unpatriotic not to charge it 
when increases in consumer spend- 
ing are celebrated from the Fed to 
the White House to Wall Street. 

The great irony is that the credit- 
card companies — in the midst of a 
long hard battle to get consumers 
hooked — are arguing that the prob- 
lem is not debt but bankruptcy laws. 
At hearings in Washington last month 
and last fall, the National Bankruptcy 
Review Commission (NBRC), which 
was created to review the bankruptcy 
laws, listened as the credit-card in- 
dustry called for more stringent con- 
trols on consumers. 

Industry officials want the govern- 
ment to make Chapter 7 bankruptcy 
— in which much of a person's debt 
is forgiven — more difficult. The in- 
dustry wants the law to force con- 
sumers to “reaffirm” more of their 
credit-card debt and pay it off over 
several years. 

An internal report at Visa USA 
proposes that the company campaign 
to change the bankruptcy laws in its 
favor by playing on “a return to 
moral values” and depicting 
bankruptcy as “credit welfare.” Es- 
sentially, good people will.pay their

debts and deadbeats will try to get out of them. The report 
goes on to state that “the industry must be prepared to re- 
spond to the fact that credit cards are very profitable [and 
to] the perception that we are part of the cause . . . because 
of the overextension of credit.” 

Boston bankruptcy lawyer Richard Hackel thinks the 
credit-card companies are just getting greedy. “I think it’s 
crocodile tears that the credit providers are complaining,” 
he says. “They send out these unsolicited cards, and then 
they cry, ‘Uh-uh. Naughty naughty. We’ve suffered a great 
loss.” How much money did they make from the unsolicit- 
ed cards?” 

Visa officials can’t seem to decide which side is right. 
Defending the practice of providing credit cards to people 
who wouldn’t qualify for a car loan, they point out that less 
than one percent of all debtors default. Nevertheless, they 
argue that this tiny default rate is breaking them, and that 
they need to be protected from reckless spenders. 

In fact, despite losses from bankruptcies, theft, and 
fraud, companies that specialize in credit cards have en- 
joyed record profits over the last few years. Industry lead- 
ers Advanta, Capital One, and MBNA announced earnings 
increases between 21 and 29 percent for 1996. Profits at 
major banks also shot up, driven primarily by income from 
credit cards. Mounting losses from credit defaults have 
been showing up only since January. 

Lawrence Ausubel, an economist at the University of 
Maryland who studies the credit-card industry, told the 
NBRC that tightening access to bankruptcy would only 
make credit-card companies more reckless, because they’d 
be assured that even the poorest and most indebted cus- 
tomers would have to pay them back. 

“At any interest rate, banks would be more anxious than 
before to lend, knowing that they’re more likely to collect,” 
he told the NBRC. 

Several consumer-rights groups, economists, and 
bankruptcy lawyers are fighting the credit-card industry’s 
attempt to make bankruptcy — supposedly a chance to 
learn from mistakes and start anew — more difficult. The 
National Consumer Law Center, the US Public Interest 
Research Group, the Consumer Federation, and Represen- 
tative Joe Kennedy have joined the debate, calling for cred- 
it-card companies to screen card applicants before they try 
to take away consumer protections. 

“Credit is pushed on everyone without evaluating their 
individual circumstance,” says the National Consumer 
Law Center’s Gary Klein. “The industry must act to police 
itself if it is to have any credibility in asserting consumer 
responsibility.” 

With pressure from Kennedy, who has threatened legis- 
lation to control credit-card marketing, and from con- 
sumer groups and even the FDIC, credit-card companies 
have made noises about tempering their marketing prac- 
tices. Visa and MasterCard executives “assured” Kennedy 
that they would look into how often parents pay students’ 
credit-card debt, and said their companies would market 
less aggressively to marginal consumers. 

But anyone with a mailbox or telephone knows that little 
has been done so far — though now, in reaction to Advan- 
ta’s announcement this week of a major first-quarter loss 
for °97, companies may begin to review applications more 
carefully. 

Meanwhile, Robert Bettencourt’s credit problems are 
listed prominently on his credit report, and he is forbidden 
by his payment agreement to use credit cards. He still gets 
solicitations from companies that dangle the promise of an- 
other weekend vacation before his eyes. When he’s released 
from his payment agreement, the credit-card companies 
will be there, ready to pounce — hoping, no doubt, that 
he’ll once again spin out of control. ei

Harvard’s Harvey Mansfield may be just the man to bring 
credibility to the backlash against feminism

ment 2080, a new graduate 

course at Harvard, doesn’t seem 
particularly unconventional; if any- 
thing, it’s a timeline of academic stal- 
warts, running from Plato and Aristo- 
tle, through Jean-Jacques Rousseau 
and John Stuart Mill, to Simone de 
Beauvoir, Betty Friedan, and more- 
recent feminist scholars such as Carol 
Gilligan. It could easily pass for the 
syllabus of a survey course in wom- 
en’s studies. 

Except, that is, that the name of the 
instructor is Harvey Mansfield, a po- 
litical philosopher and Machiavelli 
scholar who has made a name for 
himself outside his specialty as an 
outspoken critic of the social and aca- 
demic trends of the past 30 years: af- 
firmative action, gay rights, grade in- 
flation — and, yes, women’s studies. 
Those feminist scholars are on the 
syllabus not, as usual, to challenge the 
values of the ancients, but to be 
themselves challenged; the title of the 
course is, in Mansfield’s typically un- 
subtle style, “Topics in Political Phi- 
losophy: Manliness.” 

Having garnered headlines by pub- 
licly challenging affirmative-action 
policies and by testifying in favor of 
Colorado’s anti-gay-rights Amend- 
ment Two (singlehandedly disproving, 
in the process, the popular notion that 
the academy has been completely over- 
run by the left), Mansfield is now ven- 
turing into the realm of gender issues. 
He says the course is “inspired by 
doubts over feminism” — brought on, 
he says, by this country’s “radical ex- 
periment” of creating “a society with- 
out sex roles.” 

Mansfield is polite and attentive in 
person, not at all forbidding; an inter- 
view in his Harvard office was punctu- 
ated by the frequent dropping-in of col- 
leagues, visitors, and students (many of 
whom are said to view Mansfield as a 
sort of Mr. Chips, albeit a Mr. Chips 
with a vicious grading curve). 

“Most men are somewhat uneasy 
about this tremendous change,” 
Mansfield says. And so after teaching 
the course this spring, he will be tak- 
ing a year’s sabbatical from Harvard 
and developing his studies into a book for 
the general public. It will be an intellectual 
defense of the notion of “manliness,” a 
defining quality of spirit — ambitious, 
competitive, willful — that sets men apart 
from women. 

The project certainly seems apt for the 
times. Its central question — the nature and 
meaning of the differences between men and 
women — is a persistent issue in the news. 
Even after last year’s Supreme Court ruling 
that Virginia Military Institute and other 
publicly funded colleges have no right to ex- 
clude women, there is growing sentiment in 
favor of some forms of single-sex public ed- 
ucation, such as separate math classes for 
young women, or quasi-military high 
schools for at-risk young men. The armed 
forces are still struggling to integrate women 
into a traditionally “manly” preserve. And 
there are broader questions: as women work 
more, how do husbands handle their grow- 
ing share of family responsibilities? What, if 
anything, should our society be doing about 
fatherlessness? 

It will be surprising, though, if Mans- 
field’s work pushes the debate very far for- 

ward. Mansfield is well-known as a public 
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Man overboard 


intellectual, but he’s also well-known as a 
bomb thrower, as someone who tends to 
serve up inflammatory claims and bald 
prejudice under a veneer of scholarship. In 
the course of the interview, he offers plenty 
to back up that reputation. If his studies of 
manliness catch on in the world outside the 
academy, it will likely be as a source of 
comfort to those who’ve opposed the wom- 
en’s movement all along, but haven’t been 
able to offer respectable reasons for it. 
After all, the public defense of the patri- 
archy has so far been lacking in intellectual 
tone. The men’s movement, with its focus 
on hunkering down in the woods and beat- 
ing on drums (a la Robert Bly), seems 
emotionally squishy; more reactionary ele- 
ments, like outraged VMI alumni, tend to 
appeal to tradition for tradition’s sake, the 
sort of argument that could apply just as 
well to chattel slavery or foot-binding. Pub- 
lic affirmations of masculinity, such as the 
Million Man March and the Promise Keep- 
ers’ pep rallies for Jesus, take their cues 
from religion rather than scholarship. Even 
the Supreme Court’s lone dissenter in the 
VMI case, Justice Antonin Scalia, took a 
lowbrow approach to the question, fulmi-

nating about “the counter-majoritarian 
preferences of society’s law-trained elite” 
rather than making a positive case for all- 
male education. 

Mansfield, girded with the classics and 
challenging the feminists head-on, may be 
just the man to bring reputability to the 
backlash. “The main effect of things like 
[Mansfield’s study of manliness] is to make 
people feel justified in doing what they’re 
doing already,” says Kwame Anthony Appi- 
ah, a philosophy professor in Harvard’s de- 
partment of Afro-American studies. 

Still, an academic approach to the topic 
holds promise. “It’s a course I’d like to 
take,” says Jean Bethke Elshtain, a political 
theorist who teaches social and political 
ethics at University of Chicago’s divinity 
school. Since feminist scholarship has criti- 
cized traditional masculinity, she says, “it’s 
entirely appropriate” to turn the tables. 
“He’s doing it with serious texts,” Elshtain 
points out, “not just tossing out obscure or 
witless thinkers.” 









And he’s doing more than just cheerlead- 
ing for male virtue. Asked to explain what 
manliness is all about, he offers a literary 
example which he says is a parody of the 
trait, a passage from Tom Sawyer in which 
Tom challenges a new boy in town to a 
fight. Over the span of two pages, the two 
circle each other, trading challenges and in- 
sults, while doing their best to delay actual 
combat: “Tom drew a line in the dust with 
his big toe, and said: ‘I dare you to step 
over that, and I’ll lick you till you can’t 
stand up. ...” The new boy stepped over 
promptly, and said: ‘Now you said you’d 
do it, now let’s see you do it.’ ‘Don’t you 
crowd me, now; you better look out.’ ” 

The manly spirit, Mansfield says — from 
the braggadocio of Tom Sawyer back to 
the force of will that the ancient Greek 


ms philosophers called thumos — has 


traditionally been seen by thinkers 
and writers as the enemy of reason 
and an obstacle to human progress. 

That’s not quite the case; even 
philosophers who’ve rued man’s im- 
petuous nature have seen it as part 
of the suite of traits that entitles the 
hairier sex to take charge of things. 
Stephen Salkever, a classics profes- 
sor at Bryn Mawr who delivered a 
guest lecture on Aristotle for the 
class, says that Greek thinkers 
viewed male courage as “the lowest 
of the virtues,” but a virtue nonethe- 
less, and that their criticism of it was 
philosophical, not feminist. 

But that sort of nuance would in- 
terfere with Mansfield’s ability to play 
the iconoclast — a role that allows 
him to be willfully retrograde, as 
when he placidly declares that women 
may lack men’s “capacity for great- 
ness,” or that “blacks seem to be the 
last refuge of manliness.” (“Part of 
manliness,” he elaborates, “is display, 
boasting, high fives, strutting after 
you score touchdowns.”) 

These are outrageous things to 
say, of course. But moments like 
this, when he seems to be saying 
whatever damn fool thing pops into 
his head, are the essence of Mans- 
field’s contrarian shtick. This is 
what angers the left most, and what 
makes him a darling of the right: by 
flouting the prevailing standards of 
sensitivity and propriety, he sends 
the message that the old order is 
still in charge of things, that what- 
ever a white college professor like 
him can get away with, he should 
get away with. 

This habit is as troubling intellec- 
tually as it is politically — the prob- 
lem is not just that his generalizations 
are shocking, but that they’re gener- 
alizations, unexamined rehashes of 
old ideas. In talking about manliness, 
Mansfield seems too often to fall back 
on such riffs. Women score lower 
than men on standardized tests of ab- 
stract-reasoning skills. Men are more 
interested in politics than women are. 
There have been no great female 
mathematicians. The all-male Vienna 
Philharmonic (which just added its first offi- 
cial female member) is said to sound differ- 
ent from other orchestras. 

Less traditional ideas.are, for the mo- 
ment, unpursued. Though the course is 
supposed to examine modern conceptions 
of manhood, and though Mansfield was an 
expert witness, on behalf of Amendment 
Two, about the effect of homosexuality on 
society, he says he doesn’t know what im- 
plications hypermasculine gay culture may 
have for modern manliness. He says he in- 
tends to look into the subject, but, in an 
age when an NBA power forward is run- 
ning around in piercings and drag, it’s hard 
to imagine how one can even begin study- 
ing manhood today without having some 
ideas about gay influence. 

In the absence of that sort of material, 
Mansfield’s study of manliness seems to be 
more a way of picking a fight, 4 la Tom 
Sawyer, than an attempt to foster a serious 
academic movement. Does he consider 
himself manly? “If I did,” he says, “it 
would be unmanly to say so.” &

Muddled in

HEN THEN—DEMOCRATIC state 
| Mark Roosevelt ran 

for governor in 1994, he made a 
crucial strategic decisiort: to play down his 
liberalism and go after Republican incumbent 
Bill Weld on the issue of who would be a 
more vigorous, hands-on chief executive. 

Roosevelt gave Weld fits, thrashing him in 
their first televised debate and raising tough 
questions about the governor’s lackadaisical 
management style. But when the votes were 
counted, Weld had triumphed by the near- 
historic margin of 71 to 28 percent. 

So you might think that Roosevelt’s top 
campaign aides, Tripp Jones and Michael 
Gritton, would have learned something about 
the limits of non-ideology. Apparently not. In 
1996, with funding from entrepreneur 
Mitchell Kertzman, they founded MassINC 
(http:/Avww.massinc.org), the Massachusetts 
Institute for a New Commonwealth, a non- 
partisan think tank that studies issues affect- 
ing the middle class. 

MassINC’s most visible project is Com- 
monWealth, a quarterly magazine “of poli- 
tics, ideas, and civic life in Massachusetts” 
that has just completed its first year of publi- 
cation. It is, like Roosevelt’s campaign, easy 
to admire but difficult to love. Intelligent, 
well-reported, and beautifully designed, 
CommonWealth is ultimately undone by its 
lack of a coherent point of view. 

A hefty magazine with a hefty newsstand 
price of $6,50, CommonWealth mainly circu- 
lates for free to about 5500 opinion leaders. 
Though expensive, it has brought in contribu- 
tions MassINC otherwise wouldn't have re- 
ceived, Jones says; he expects the magazine 
one day to break even. 

Jones calls MassINC an alternative to the 
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Pioneer Institute, a conservative, free- 
market think tank that has provided 
much of the ideological framework 
for the Weld Administration’s priva- 
tization initiatives and tax cuts. But 
MassINC’s purpose is. not to res- 
cue traditional liberalism from its 
intellectual dead end; rather, Jones 
says, the difficulty of getting 
things done in the partisan politi- 
cal arena convinced him of the 
need for “a nonpartisan entity 
that can involve people from 
across the political spectrum.” 
Indeed, Jones refers to his 
own liberal background, as 
well as those of Gritton and 
Kertzman, as “a lot of bag- 
gage.” 

Trouble is, partisan pol- 
itics is the means by 
which issues are settled 
in a democracy. Conser- 
vatives generally under- 
stand this. Liberals, perpetually 
on the defensive and genetically predisposed 
to a love of process, are all too willing to ne- 
gotiate, to reach out, to split the difference. 
There’s nothing wrong with finding com- 
mon ground. But sometimes winning is bet- 
ter — not just for its cathartic quality, but 
for the clarity it brings to public policy. 

CommonWealth editor Dave Denison, a 
Texas Observer alumnus and former Nie- 
man Fellow, is intensely proud of this 
nonpartisan approach. “If you're going to 
do research, you have to have something 
of an open mind,” he says. True enough, 
but CommonWealth’s writers — Denison 
foremost among them — too often fail to

draw conclusions even after their research 


is complete. 
The current, Winter 1997 issue is a case in 


point. Denison’s lengthy profile of Massachu- 


setts House Speaker Tom Finneran is smart 
and insightful. Yet Denison is far more inter- 
ested in Finneran’s minor ethical lapses and 
the prospects for legislative reform than he is 


the middle 


in the Speaker's conservative ideology — 
even though, as Ways and Means chairman, 
Finneran supported Weld’s drastic cuts in 
human-services spending, and even though, 
as Speaker, he could pave the way for the re- 
turn of the death penalty. Other articles, on 
subjects such as county government and 
Gardner’s economic revival, are thorough 
and dutifully wonkish, but lack spark. 

Of course, it’s not really fair to whack 
MassINC or CommonWealth on any terms 
but their own, and by that measure, they've 
had some impact. MassINC has produced in- 
fluential studies on middle-class income ero- 
sion and on how to reform the criminal-jus- 
tice system, and CommonWealth makes a se- 
rious, sober contribution to the civic dia- 
logue. Certainly it’s been more successful 
than a recent effort to launch a genuinely lib- 
eral political magazine, Othenvise, which pro- 
gressive activist Jim Braude hopes to revive 
next month. 

Then again, CommonWealth is able to at- 
tract funding that Braude can’t — not just 
from the Boston District Council of Carpen- 
ters, which gave to both magazines, but from 
BankBoston, the Boston Company/Mcllon 
Trust, and Trust Insurance Company. 

Jones, Gritton, and Denison are adamant 
that such corporate beneficence won't influ- 
ence their editorial product, and there’s no 
reason not to believe them. 

But surely these donors are more comfort- 
able with nonpartisan chin-stroking than with 
Braude’s populist rabblcrousing.

Among the tiny cadre of media insiders 
who follow such things, it’s clear that the en- 
ergy and the buzz have shifted during the

SURGEON GENERAL'S WARNING: Smoking

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American Studies (MA) 
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past few years from the venerable Columbia Journalism Review 
to the slightly less venerable American Journalisin Review. 

Typical were the two publications’ January/February cover 
stories on Gary Webb, the San Jose Mercury News reporter who 
last summer wrote a series on the alleged involvement of the 
Nicaraguan contras and the CIA in the crack trade of the 
1980s. The CJR offered a scholarly overview by national-secu- 
rity analyst Peter Kornbluh, whereas A/R contributor Alicia 
Shepard rocked the joint by exposing some troubling difficul- 
ties with Webb’s past reporting. 

The AJR (http:/Avww.ajr.org), published by the University of 
Maryland, even has a better website than its rival 
(http:/Avww.cjr.columbia.edu). 

So when the C/R last December named retired Fortune edi- 
tor Marshall Loeb as its new editor, expectations were that he 
would seek to make the C/R a magazine people talked about. 

Locb’s first issue — the current, March/April edition — 
shows promise, with a vibrant, more contemporary design; a 
new column of short takes (“C/R Grapevine”); and interviews 
with CBS’s Mike Wallace and New York Times executive editor 
Joseph Lelyveld on the use of so-called news councils to resolve 
disputes between media organizations and disgruntled subjects 
(Wallace is for them, Lelyveld against). A short profile of Bos- 
ton Globe columnist Patricia Smith offers nothing new for local 
readers, but it does introduce her to a national audience. 

The best piece is senior editor Mike Hoyt’s lengthy profile of 
Michael Kelly, the newish editor of the The New Republic. Al- 
































around to some pointed observations about Kelly’s notorious 
mean streak, and how that has sometimes led him to push con- 
troversial theses farther than the facts would allow. Hoyt also 
offers this gem of a statistic: 17 percent of TNR subscribers are 
worth at least $1 million. No wonder it’s not as liberal as it used 
to be. 

Meanwhile, another major journalism review — the conser- 
vative-leaning Forbes MediaCritic, which ceased publication for 
lack of funds with its Fall 1996 issue — is gearing up to return 
on the Web, most likely in May. 

As a webzine, MediaCritic will come out weekly — a far cry 
from its old quarterly schedule. That prospect has editor Terry 
Eastland, a former Reagan Justice Department official, sound- 
ing like he’s been liberated. “I always felt we could do more if 
we could have more bites at the apple,” he says.

Fidelity’s Community Newspaper Company (CNC) has taken 
a tentative step toward consolidating its weeklies in Boston's 
western suburbs (“Don’t Quote Me,” News, January 31). Start- 
ing on May 1, the Watertown Sun and the Watertown Press will 
be merged into one paper, to be known as the Watertown Tab & 
Press. On that same day, the Needham Chronicle will be expand- 
ed and renamed the Needham Tab. 

The move reflects the high regard in which CNC holds its 
Tab newspapers, one of the few groups to make money for a 
company that hemorrhages red ink. It also runs counter to ru- 
mors that CNC will eventually embark on a major downsizing 
effort. Indeed, the company continues to defy expectations, re- 
cently expanding its coverage of local news in North Shore Sun- 
day. CNC publishes more than 100 papers, mostly weeklies, in 
Greater Boston and on Cape Cod. 

No layoffs will result from the Watertown merger, according 
to a statement released by Kirk Davis, publisher of CNC’s West 


group. 
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The public-radio series Living on Earth (http:/Avww. loe.org) 
has run into tough fiscal times, underscoring the precariousness 
of high-quality radio journalism. 

A five-year-old environmental program based in Cam- 
bridge, Living on Earth has won a number of honors, includ- 
ing a prestigious Edward R. Murrow Award from the Radio 
and Television News Directors Association for a report on the 
patenting of human genes. Plaques, though, are no substitute 
for cash. 

Executive producer and host Steve Curwood blames his fi- 
nancial woes on the timing of foundation grants, and says he 
anticipates major new funding to be in place by summer. But he 
also blames National Public Radio, which he accuses of gener- 
ously supporting popular fare such as Fresh Air and Car Talk at 
the expense of important shows that draw smaller audiences. 
Curwood wants NPR to pay $100,000 of his $850,000 budget, 
and says he refused a financial offer last year because it con- 
tained no guarantees. Instead, Living on Earth is offered free to 
the 250 or so stations that carry it. (“We value the show,” says 
NPR spokeswoman Kathy Scott. “It’s in negotiations. We're 
not finished yet.”) 

A former reporter and editor for the Boston Globe and the 
Bay State Banner, Curwood also refuses to accept money from 
polluter companies that he accuses of trying to “greenwash” 
their images. Thus his reliance on foundations, many of which 
are themselves stretched to the limit. 

Locally, Living on Earth is broadcast on Saturday from 6 to 
7 a.m. on WBUR Radio (90.9 FM). Curwood credits the sta- 
tion and its general manager, Jane Christo, with helping Living 
on Earth get up and running, but admits he wishes the station 
would run it in a better time slot. 

The 10-member staff is preparing for the possibility of broad- 
casting reruns and more in-house interviews, and perhaps ac- 
cepting a delayed paycheck or two until the money flow resumes. 
“There’s a lot of loyalty here, and people are sticking with it,” 
Says newscast producer Constantine von Hoffman. a

Party time

Day parties thrown last Friday 

night by Representative Joe 
Kennedy (D-Brighton) and Attorney 
General Scott Harshbarger — almost 
sure to battle one another for the 1998 
Democratic gubernatorial nomination 
— offered a colorful study in contrast- 
ing political styles and fortunes. ° 

Like the starchy Attorney General 
himself, Harshbarger’s event was a 
sober and controlled affair at the 
Mount Auburn VFW hall, in Cam- 
bridge. Clad in a green-striped tie, 
Harshbarger delivered a stubbornly 
optimistic and righteous speech, lay- 
ing out his principled stands against 
tobacco and gambling, and predict- 
ing ultimate victory in 98. But even 
though he threw of a couple of stiff 
victory punches into the air, Harsh- 
barger couldn’t ignore entirely the 
specter of Kennedy inevitability. 

“In democracy, in Massachusetts, 
no one is entitled to be governor,” 
he declared to a throng of cheering 
supporters. 

It sure didn’t look that way at the 
Hellenic Cultural Center, a few miles 
through the’slush in Watertown, where 
a shouting MC repeatedly referred to 
the host as “Governor Joe Kennedy!” 

While the Harshbarger event was 
mild, VH1 fun, Kennedy’s bash was so 
raucous, so full of swagger and chaos, 
that it was hard to believe the slew of 
local pols crammed on stage and 
singing atrociously along with an Irish 
band were willing to be part of it at all. 

“For cryin’ out loud, he’s screwing 
the whole thing up, for Chrissakes!” 
bellowed a grinning Kennedy in a typ- 
ical moment between Irish favorites 
like “Danny Boy,” and “Molly Mal- 
one.” Wearing a green tie of his own, 
the likely heir to Bill Weld’s throne 
shouted and led songs and cracked 
wise into his microphone with all the 
swagger and bombast of a funny guy 
who long ago stopped being the life of

the party. Not that the crowd — larg- 
er and more diverse than the one over 
in Cambridge — responded with any- 
thing but adulation. 

For instance, while Harshbarger 
wandered quietly and freely through 
his party, at times even breaking into 
conversations to say hello, Kennedy 
descended from the stage sometime 
around 11 p.m. and was met with a 
swarming mob, including autograph- 
seekers, dazzled chain-smoking old 
ladies, and his staff photographer, 
whose flash approached strobelike 
frequency. 

Kennedy’s camp had claimed supe- 
riority in the party competition long 
before Friday night. Harshbarger’s 
crew Called it a coup when they

booked the Mount Auburn VFW, site 
of Kennedy’s two previous events. But 
Kennedy staffers retorted that they’d 
outgrown the smaller hall, and had al- 
ready booked the new, far more spa- 
cious site. “He’s welcome to the small- 
er venue,” Kennedy’s spokesman said 
graciously. (Even Kennedy’s cake, an 
intimidating green thing, was about 
three times larger than 
Harshbarger’s.) 

Beneath the din of Kennedy and 
Harshbarger boosterism, though, some 


smaller political agendas were in play. 

“So, how'd you make out? Did you 
ever hear from the sheriff?” asked one 
Harshbarger partygoer of another — 
who hadn’t. Not to worry, said the first 
man, by way of consolation: “He didn’t 
hire a lot of people who worked for his 
campaign.” 

And State Senator Warren Tolman 
(D-Watertown) — who hedged his 
bets, first shaking hands at Harshbarg- 
er’s event and then climbing up on 
stage at Kennedy’s — was thinking 
about some personal implications of a 
race between those two men. 

“If Joe Kennedy runs for governor,” 
Tolman explained to one cocktail- 
clutching Harshbarger supporter, 
“I’m thinking of throwing my hat in 
the ring. | hope you'll give me your 
consideration.” 


ARLIER THIS month Al Gore 

was transformed from a political 
Superman into a hapless Clark Kent, 
his aura of invincibility stripped away 
in mere days. 

Joe Kennedy, are you watching? 

Gore had established himself as the 
unbeatable favorite among presidential 
hopefuls for 2000, but it didn’t take 
much for that image tc implode. 

A Bob Woodward story in the 
Washington Post painted Gore as un- 
usually aggressive fundraiser, and — 
based on calls Gore made from the 
White House — possibly an illegal 
one. Just days after Gore held an aw- 
ful, defensive press conference on the 
subject, the front page of the New 
York Times pronounced GORE’S 
STUMBLE ENTICES RIVALS FOR 2000 
RACE. 

Joe Kennedy today is the Al Gore of 
Massachusetts. He, too, has created an 
aura of inevitability around his likely 
1998 run for governor. But like Gore, 
Kennedy may be just a step away from 
a flameout.

The same week the Washington Post 
nailed Gore, the paper singed Kennedy with 
a front-pager describing two meetings he’d 
had with John Huang, the Taiwan-born 
banker at the heart of the Democratic 
fundraising mess. 

Any link to Huang, who’s become a politi- 
cal leper in the wake of these scandals, is 
bad news. But Kennedy doesn’t appear to 
have done anything wrong. He never even 
helped out Huang. 

The problem is, he changed his story. 
Several weeks ago, Kennedy had recalled 
“one or two” fleeting encounters with 
Huang at fundraising events. Oops — actu- 
ally, they’d also had two meetings to discuss 
specific policies. 

In defending himself, Kennedy spat out 
every rote, unconvincing denial in the book. 
“Inadvertent error.” “I forgot all about it.” 
“Not an attempt to mislead.” 

His lame about-face earned Kennedy 
some harsh coverage, including a screaming 
Herald front page. He has averted a Gore- 
like meltdown, at least for now. But the high- 
octane money machine Kennedy has built for 
his ’98 run could yet bring him grief. 

Kennedy has already been looking a little 
slippery, spending extravagantly on his recent 
campaigns, including a $1 million ad blitz last 
fall that never specified he was running for 
Congress — pretty convenient when you're 
building statewide support for a gubernatorial 
bid. Just days after the 1996 election, Kennedy 
hurried out again onto the fundraising trail. 

More treacherous for Kennedy will be the 
questions about the sources of his dona- 
tions. For instance, he’s raising thousands of 
dollars from Wall Street contributors whose 
interests he oversees as a member of the 
House Banking Committee. 

And Kennedy will no doubt have more 


Huang questions to answer. Since 1989 
Kennedy has accepted more than $10,000 
from Huang and other employees of the Lip- 
po Group, the Indonesian bank that touched 
off the Washington fundraising scandals. 
Huang has raised a total of about $18,000 
for Kennedy (though Kennedy has since re- 
turned most of his Huang-Lippo money). 

If it all sounds complicated, rest assured 
Kennedy’s '98 rivals will sum things up nice- 
ly. State Treasurer Joe Malone has already 
struck twice, warning Kennedy last month 


governor’s chair, he should be mighty care- 
ful not to generate any more sparks. 


N A less sensational note, a little more 

light is being shed on state politics by the 
soon-to-be-released 1998 edition of the 
Massachusetts Political Almanac, the bienni- 
al guide to the names and faces on Beacon 
Hill. This year’s edition is improved by the 
addition of campaign-finance information. 
Some highlights:

of “a disturbing pattern when it comes to 
your own fundraising,” and more recently 
urging him to “play it straight with the peo- 
ple of Massachusetts.” 

There’s no reason to beli¢ve Kennedy has 
done anything wrong — or at least anything 
worse than what usually constitutes cam- 
paign financing these days. But his shifting 
explanation of the Huang connection 
doesn’t bode well for his performance in a 
tough governor’s campaign. 

Kennedy might also take careful note of 
the press’s almost perverse satisfaction in 
Gore’s downfall — a satisfaction likely fu- 
eled by Gore’s reputation for arrogance. The 
Huang episode shows that if Kennedy tries 
to duck finance questions with front-runner 
smugness he’Jl get burned. 

The flameout of Al Gore shows how po- 
tent the campaign-finance issue is right now. 
Gore has a few years until his campaign. 
Kennedy is already starting his, and he’s 
soaked with financial kerosene. If he wants 
to continue his smooth-looking ride to the

RESIDENTIAL PRESS conferences are 
deadly serious affairs.

After more than a dozen questions — all 
but one on fundraising — surely Clinton 
wasn’t expecting the one asked by Sarah 
McClendon, the eccentric octogenarian who 
runs a tiny Texas news service and has been 
puzzling presidents for decades. 

“I wonder if you will use your leader- 
ship,” McClendon said to Clinton, “to 
counteract the rumors, the rumor-mon- 
gers that are abroad in the land who are 
spreading all these rumors and scaring 
people to death. Large segments of our 
citizens believe that the United Nations is 
taking over whole blocks of counties in 
Kentucky and Tennessee. 

“And some of them, they believe that 
we are going to [inaudible] in a concen- 
tration camp, and that you’re going to 
give our army to Russia and all this 
baloney. Can you do something about 
this? Because it’s hurting the unity of the 
United States.” 

As the White House press pool started 
giggling, Clinton didn’t miss a beat. 

“Now, you all are laughing,” he scolded. 
“We're all laughing about it, but there is a 
not insubstantial number of people who be- 
lieve that there’s a plan out there for world 
domination and I’m trying to give sovereign- 
ty over to the UN.” 

The president assured the press that this 
is not the case. J

State of the art 
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Pansy Division’s good queer fun 


HIS MIGHT seem odd praise 
for a group of sexually explicit 


gay punk rockers, but Pansy 
Division are wholesome fun. Of 
course, that’s probably not how 
Christian fundamentalists, right- 
wing skinheads, and the gutless 
Clinton White House would 
characterize this hard-workin’, 
hard-lovin’ San Francisco trio. 
But unlike the confused 
motivations that seem to propel 
the guests on MTV’s “Singled 
Out,” or the fetishes so crudely 
commodified by your average 
porn video, Pansy Division’s 
libidinal expressions always seek 
to connect acting out (that is, 
indulging your impulses) with 
acting up (that is, asserting 
control in your life). 
Guitarist/vocalist/chief 
songwriter Jon Ginoli has said in 
various interviews that he never 
felt much attraction for the 
stereotypical gay musical genres 
of show tunes or disco. (“I grew 
up as a rock-and-roll kid; that’s 
what people listened to in 
America.”) Yet his preference for 
loud and fast guitars left him 
feeling “totally helpless” when 
besieged by the homophobia in 
his beloved hardcore punk scene 
in the 80s. His response was to 
form his own band, partly as a 
joke, but partly to fill the void 
with DIY gay punk that he hoped 
would be 
“more sexy 
and more 
personal” 
than the 








sanctimonious norm among the 
few openly gay rockers out there 
(say, Tom Robinson). 

Formed in 1991 and signed to 
Bay Area label Lookout!, Pansy 
Division titled one of their early 
seven-inch singles “Bill and Ted’s 
Homosexual Adventure,” a 
parodic fantasy whose not-so- 
subtle point was underscored 
with a tender cover photo of two 
guys fellating each other (one guy 
even had a haircut like Keanu 
Reeves, though it wasn’t what 
you noticed first). 

“We figured we could make 
our own little turf,” Ginoli 
explains. “We weren't trying to 
get anywhere big, and look what 
happened.” Namely, they made it. 
Not only that, but the group 
helped spark the queercore scene, 
a collection of gay and lesbian 
bands who say it loud with 
unpretty voices and gnashing 
guitars. In 1994 they became part 
of a national tour, opening in 
domes and arenas for their good 
pals and former Lookout! 
labelmates Green Day. Over five 
short years, they have found 
enough inspiration to fill four 
full-length CDs, with a fifth 
already recorded and awaiting 
release. Their newest album, 
Wish I'd Taken Pictures 


Pansy Division 


(Lookout!), features an upbeat, 
hard-rocking tribute to a well- 
hung conquest that includes the 
catchy chorus “I looked into his 
eyes/And let him sodomize me 
with his dick of death.” Somehow 
| doubt Tipper Gore would care 
for that nice use of internal rhyme 
and alliteration. 

Although they’re as randy as 
ever, at this point their ready- 
made riffs, clever jokes, and 
chipper tunes seem almost quaint 
in the complex and burgeoning 
world of rock and roll made by 
people who are other than 
straight (or, as Elaine from 
Seinfeld would have it, those who 
play for the other team), or white, 
or anglo, or male. Speaking as.a 
straight white male myself, | can 
attest we have as much to gain 
from this historic trend as 
anyone. For their small part in it, 
Pansy Division offer a good time 
that’s as dirty, boisterous, and 
healthy as a rough and tumble 
game of touch football — two 
hands, below the waist. Join the 
huddle.

T’S BEEN Alittle over a year since Miss 

Stacey Toon founded Cheeseball, a ’zine 
that’s carved out a niche on the fringes of 
pop and staked out the ground common to 
lounge exoticists, surf/rockabilly hepcats, 
and trash-rock/garage-punk primitives. It’s 
a combination that’s flourished in the West 
and Midwest on tiny independent labels like 
Dionysus, Crypt, Bag of Hammers, and 
Sympathy for the Record Industry — and 
with beacons like Cheeseball, the East is 
catching on. 

So it’s entirely fitting that for its first- 
anniversary party next Saturday at the 
Middle East, Cheeseball is putting on a 
benefit for one of the country’s most beloved 
surf/trash/garage labels — Estrus Records, 
from Bellingham, Washington, whose 
warehouses burned to the ground this past 
January. Known for its primal, hedonistic 
rock and roll (by such lowbrow luminaries 
as Man... or Asttoman?, the Drags, the 


and label founder Dave Crider’s own band, 
the Monomen) and for its lavish packaging 
(boxed singles sets, full-color comic-book 
inserts, and inventive designs by the likes of

The Academy strikes back with this year’s Oscar nominations

the Academy Awards this year might deserve the 
hoopla. A revolution seems in the making, with 


rank and file members of the Academy | 
expressing their disgust over studio-made 


features by nominating five independent movies 


for Best Picture. The truth, 
though, is that the studios are the 
iconoclasts, having abandoned the 
Hollywood tradition of high-quali-

ambiguities are the result of con- 
fused filmmaking; Fargo’s dark 
parable of good and evil in the 
frozen heartland seethes with 
irony.

effects and superstars may bring 
in the big bucks, but credibility 
as an art.comes in the form of 
literate, intelligent, well-made 
films that vindicate the common 
values of freedom, justice, per- 
severance, self-sacrifice, and 
true love. 

The Academy certainly didn’t 
find these in Mission Impossible, 
Twister or Independence Day, or 
in such half-hearted studio efforts 
at recapturing past class and glory 
as A Time To Kill, Sleepers, and 
Evita. It turned instead to inde- 
pendent productions, not to 
embrace the spirit of innovation, 
but as a conservative — even 
reactionary — attempt to return 
to the past of the old Hollywood. 

That spirit of old Hollywood is 
now moribund, much like the tit- 
ular hero of that ersatz classic 
The English Patient, the odds-on 
favorite for the major awards. 
Why? Did anyone actually enjoy 
this dreary, cinematic coffee- 
table book, this pretentious and 
often incoherent pseudo-art 
movie? Well, at least it looks like 
one of the grand epics of the 
past. And in theory it includes 
some of their key elements: 
doomed lovers, the chaos of his- 
tory, exotic locations, neat 
clothes and uniforms. It’s a kind 
of obese David Lean movie. 
Most important, it’s innocuous, 
unlike the category’s actual best 
picture, the Coen _ brothers’ 
Fargo. The English ‘Patient’s

But after rewarding the 
Australian Rush, the Academy is 
unlikely to dis the homegrown tal- 
ent in this category. Besides, it 
loves comebacks, and it likes to 
vindicate past choices. So look for 
the unassuming Diane Keaton’s 
performance as the mousy, self- 
sacrificing sibling in Marvin's 
Room to win her a second Oscar 
in an upset. 

Does anybody remember or 
care about the Best Supporting 
Actor categories? Their booby- 
prize quality make them ideal for 
empty gestures, especially to 
minorities. The lack of color in 
every other category this year 
suggests Cuba Gooding Jr.’s 
over-exuberant football player in 
Jerry Maguire as a likely choice, 
although William H. 
Macy’s diabolical dipshit 
in Fargo was more sub- 
stantial.

Cronenberg’s Crash is just a fender bender 
BY PETER KEOUGH For more than 20 years, from the cerebral 


schlock horror of Shivers (1975) to the rarefied literary perversities of 
Naked Lunch (1991), David Cronenberg has explored with shocking 


imagery and uncompromising 
insight the blurred boundaries 
between living and inanimate, 
human and non-human. So for 
him to get around to adapting J.G. 
Ballard’s 1973 novel Crash, a 
sophomoric diatribe on sex, lies, 
and high-speed collisions that’s 
become a cult classic, seemed, well, 
like an accident waiting to happen. 

You'd have to go back to the late 
Louis Malle’s Damage — like 
Crash, all too appropriately titled 
— for a more embarrassing or 
wrong-headed film by a major 
filmmaker. Fetishism and perversi- 
ty always make an uncomfortable 
transition to the screen; if they’re 
taken too seriously or too lightly 
the effect is the same — laughter. 
Although he’s outrageous and 
coldly brilliant, Cronenberg is a 
humorless filmmaker, and when he 
confronts head-on the kinky obses- 
sions that haunt his best work, the 
result is more silly than not. 

Sex in Crash is meticulously 
casual and torturously stylized. 
James Spader is pallid and fuzzy as 
James Ballard (yes, it’s that kind of 
novel), a filmmaker of some kind 
with an open marriage to

Catherine (Deborah Kara Unger, 
who’s very good at rolling her eyes 
back and parting her lips). As the 
movie opens, Catherine strokes the 
sleek curves of airplane fuselages, 
echoing the camera’s loving pans a 
la Kenneth Anger’s Kustom Kar 
Kommandos, as her flight instruc- 
tor services her from off screen. 
Meanwhile, husband James is 
enmeshed in the paraphernalia of 
his craft while checking out the 
equipment on his buxom young 
assistant. Back home, watching the 
torrent of traffic pass on the free- 
way below their balcony, they com- 
pare notes on orgasms. 
Technology, you’ see, has 
become grafted onto carnality, 
alienating people from one another 


and their own experience. In other 
words, these people need more 
than a good lay to knock them out 
of their chi-chi malaise. James gets 
a wake-up call of sorts when, dri- 
ving home buried in papers from 
work, he loses control of his car, 
which leaps the median strip and 
plows into a car in the opposite 
lane. The other driver is ejaculated 
through the windshields of both 
cars, coming to rest next to James 
on the front seat. In the following 
stillness, James gazes from his bent 
hood ornament to the imprint it 
has made on the dead man’s hand. 

It’s one of the few moments of 
the stark, surreal poetry that suf- 
fuses a film like Cronenberg’s 
Dead Ringers, but it’s effaced by a 


A Divine day 


On the trail of John Waters’s divas 


No white sands or balmy beaches on this spring break. Instead, I’ve 
opted for a Canterbury-like pilgrimage to downtown Baltimore, urban 
resting place of some amazing dead: Edgar Allan Poe, H.L. Mencken, 


Eubie Blake, and, I believe, Spiro 
Agnew. It’s as a movie devotee, 
‘however, that I’ve flown to 
Maryland, to pay 
belated respects 
to two all-time 
favorite no- 
longer-with-us 
stars. 

Baltimore made 
them: Divine and 
Edith “The Egg 
Lady” Massey. 

This odd duo were discovered 
by director John Waters — Divine 
in high drag cavorting through 
the streets, retired B-girl Edie 
serving drinks in a dank tavern — 
and he cast them as leads in his 
locally shot underground classics. 
Like Burton and Liz Taylor going 
hog wild in Boom!, Cleopatra, 
and The Sandpiper, both at once 
is what he gave us — huger and 
bulkier than life — in Multiple 
Maniacs (1970), Pink Flamingos 
(1972), Female Trouble (1974), 
Desperate Living (1977), and 
Polyester (1981). 

As it happens, I’m in Baltimore 
on the ninth ee of 

gpivine’s death, March .7 and 
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Waters, probably Baltimore’s most 
essential living resident, kindly 
agrees to drive me to the ceme- 
tery. “It’s near 
one of Divine’s 
favorite malls,” a 
friend of Divine’s 
had told me. “And 
Divine loved to 
shop!” It is: down 
a hill, in view of 
the plot, is an 
enticing concrete 
shopping center. 

On the tombstone, chosen by 
Divine’s straitlaced mother and 
dad, are generic roses, generic 
praying hands, and, below these, 
the Christian name: Harris Glenn 
Milstead, October 19, 1945 — 
March 7, 1988, “Our Loving 
Son.” Between the name and the 
dates is carved the magic appella- 
tive “Divine.” 

“That was really nice of her par- 
ents,” says an appreciative Waters, 
noting that at the end the Milsteads 
had made their peace with having 
for a son a 300-plus-pound drag 
queen. (Divine is always referred to 
* ent by her pals.) 
much as it's ithe. anniver- 
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sary, there have been earlier visi- 
tors to the grave. The tombstone is 
encrusted with red __ lipstick 
smooches. Also, there’s an encased 
plastic butterfly with a message, 
“Really miss you!!! Diana.” Waters 
tells me of Divine’s high-school 
girlfriend, who, as we can see, still 
believes she’s the one. 

Before her death, the obese 
Divine had become far fatter. 
Waters recalls, “In her 
coffin, you could see 
the arc of her stomach, 
like a caricature of 
Alfred Hitchcock.” We 
are standing on the 
rounded grass in front 
of the tombstone. “It’s 
the only ground in this 
cemetery that keeps 
this rounded shape,” 
Waters marvels. 

Yes, fans. Divine lives! 

The next day,'March 
8, I’m off to pe 
homage to Edith 
Massey. I go to 
Flashback, a used-CD 
and collectibles store in

cut to the other car's surviving 
passenger, a stugned, vaguely 
come-hither Dr. Helen Remington 
(Holly Hunter, who metamor- 
phoses in the course of the film 
into something that looks as if it 
had fallen off a charm bracelet).

Gary Snyder delivers his opus

ranges, sunken rivers, come again. . 
the path, sit the rains, grind the ink, wet | 


the brush, unroll the broad 
white space... 


This invocation to the muse 
of the Chinese scroll painter 
who unfurls his yin/yang-bal- 
anced cascade of boulders, 
temples, and streams with a few 
sweeping brush strokes sets the 
epic tone of Mountains und 
Rivers Without End, the long- 
awaited memoir in verse by 
Pulitzer-winning poet Gary 
Snyder. As far back as Snyder’s 
1950s Berkeley grad school 
days, when he hobnobbed with 
his fellow Beat pioneers of San 
Francisco’s flowering North 
Beach scene (Allen Ginsberg, 
Lawrence Ferlinghetti, Robert 
Duncan, Jack Spicer) and pub- 
lished his first book of poems, 
Myths and Texts, rumors 
already swirled that he was 
writing this book — THE book 
— a single work of magnificent 
scope that would flow through 
the years and channels of his life 
like an all-encompassing scroll. 
Four decades later, this pro- 
ject’s completion couldn't help 
being heralded as a Literary 
Event — even if Mountains and 
Rivers weren't the graceful opus 
that it is. 

It’s no random gesture that 
the scroll metaphor forms the 
book’s~ central, narrative 
premise (its vital force; in 
Eastern terms;, its “chi”): 
Snyder studied scroll painting 
and calligraphy, and he has 
long approached his poetry as 
a kind of stylized fusion of 
experience and myth. A schol- 
ar of Asian languages and 
translator of Chinese poetry, 
he is a practicing Mahayana 
Buddhist, an adherent of med- 
itation, a mystic; here, he con- 
figures the episodes of his per- 
sonal epic — minutiae from a 
scroll painter’s landscape, a 
series of living sutras. 

Seattle. Tacoma. Yreka. 
Eugene. City names echo in 
mantra-rhythm, in the segment 
titled “Night Highway 99,” 
where the poet as_ elder 
Odysseus recalls the wander- 
ing days of his youth: hitchhik- 
ing across the Pacific north- 
west, working at logging 
camps, sleeping in deserted 
cabins. Sense of place — the 
naming of local deities, the cat- 
aloguing of flora and fauna 
(the quintessential duty of any

How The X-Files translates into novels 
BY RANDEE DAWN COHEN The truth is, 


the writing is out there. 


Not that you’d know it from listening to X- 
Files creator Chris Carter. “I wish there were 
more good X-Files writers,” he lamented in a 
recent interview in Rolling Stone. “There are 


very few people who have proved 
they can do it.” 

At first it might seem Carter 
just isn’t looking in the right 
places. He shouldn't need FBI 
agents Fox Mulder and Dana 
Scully to find writers eager to 
tackle the oeuvre of the hugely 
popular Fox Television drama. 
But thus far, only two authors 
have been commissioned to write 
novels based on the scries, and 
there are hundreds of wanna-bes 
floating on the Internet. No, the 
writing is there. The problem is 
that Carter — like any X-Files fan 
— wants good writing. And that 
may be the biggest mystery of all: 
why is.it'so damn hard to transfer 
an-hour-long paranoid drama 
about the pursuit of paranormal 
events to the written word? 

It hasn’t been done: yet: Not for 
lack of trying. Kevin ‘J. Anderson, 
a wifiner of science fiction’s pre- 
mier award, the Nebula, is. the 
author of (among many others) 
two X-Files based novels — origi- 
nal plots, familiar characters. He 
is for now the single commis- 
sioned pet author of Carter and 
his production company, Ten- 
Thirteen. His first novelization, 
Ground Zero (Harper, $5.99), a 
story about nuclear destruction’s 
ghosts coming back to wreak 
havoc, was released in hardcover 
in 1994 and sold hundreds of 
thousands of copics both in the 
US and abroad, where it topped 
the Times of London's book chart. 
The follow-up, 1996's. Ruins, 
which involved spaceships and 
ancient Mayan ruins- (Harper, 
$5.99), entered the New York 
Times bestseller list and sold even 
better. Anderson, who had previ- 
ously written a large portion of the 
Star Wars novelization 
series, says the success was 
not entirely a_ surprise. 
(And given the long-run- 
ning history of novels based 
on the Star Trek characters, 
his healthy track record 
with the Siar Wars series 
was equally predictable.) 

“I never had a number- 
one bestseller before the X- 
Files stuff,” he admits dur- 
ing a phone call. “But | 
knew it would do as well as 
it did; | knew there were 
huge numbers of people 
who were clamoring for it, 
and the fans are desperate 
to know anything about 
Mulder and Scully that 
they can’t learn on TV.” 

Still, sales are no indica- 


tion of quality, and 
Anderson’s books are 
weak. You don’t learn 


much about either X-Files 

character beyond a little 

history (Scully, it turns out, was a 
nuclear-weapons protester during 
her wild college days) and fashion 
taste (Mulder prefers maroon 
tics). Anderson professes to be a 
fan-of the show, and Ten-Thirteon 


| 


sent him copies of every program 
to use as reference, but he talks a 
better X-Files story than he writes 
in his books. 

“When you have to live inside the 
characters’ heads and write inside 
this stuff,” he explains, “you have to 
pay attention to, literally, how they 
talk, how they move, what phrases 
they use all the time, how they react 
to each other. Mulder and Scully 
have a very unusual relationship. It’s 
complicated and it’s a very deep 
friendship and there’s sexual tension 
there, but they’re not actually after 
each other. Mulder has a very clear 
sense of humor and Scully's is 
much dryer. It’s not just like a 
stereotype, cliché’d, ‘here’s a strong 
guy,” ‘here’s a funny guy,’ ‘here's the 
smart guy.’ You know, the Gilligan's 
Island kind of characterization.” 

Anderson does find ways: to 
work a great deal of plot and story- 
telling-into a few hundred pages. 
Having worked at the Lawrence 
Livermore National Laboratory for 
12 years gave him firsthand knowl- 
edge of the inner workings of a 
nuclear research facility, which 
makes for Michael Crichton-esque 
detail throughout Ground Zero. 
But he couldn’t just spin out a story 
based on his knowledge and some- 
one else’s characters, then present 
it as a finished novel to the publish- 
ers. “The X-Files people, they have 
to okay it,” he points out, “and the 
Twentieth Century Fox people who 
license it from the X-Files people, 
they have to okay it, and then the 
publisher has to go through it. 
There's all kinds of extra red tape 
involved in- doing a media tie-in 
book that isn’t involved in my own 
stuff.” 

Even during the writing 
process, the owners of Scully and

Mulder intervened. “Before | 
could write about Scully’s 
protesting activities and her early 
college days, | had to talk with 
Chris Carter and his assistant 
and his story:editor.

is what I'd like to do, and this is 
why I'd like to do it, and this is 
why | think it strengthens the 
conflict and emotions in 
the scene, and can | do it, 
please, please.’ And they 
thought it was a really 
good idea. 

“In a couple of places they 
made countersuggestions to 
fit with some of the upcom- 
ing episodes they were 


working on. At the end of 


Ruins, when Scully's writing 
her final report, they came 
back and told me I had to 
put in a scene that Scully’s 
dog was with her, since we'd 
made a point that she has a 
dog in a couple’ of the 
episodes last year. So | said, 
‘Okay, fine,” and rewrote the 
scene. Of course, two weeks 
before my book was pub- 
lished, they broadcast an 
episode where Scully’s dog 
gets caten by an alligator.” 
Therein lies the problem 
with Anderson's X-Files 
books: they end up reading 
as if they’d been written by com- 
mittee. He may have the details 
and the plot clements honcd, but 
the edge dulls under such con- 
straints. There are two main cle- 


» ments: to any X-Files adventure: 


the file itself and the way Mulder 
and Scully react to it. In 
Andcrson’s books the agents 
come across as merely going 
through prescribed motions. You 
won't find any allusions to sexual 
liaisons between Mulder and 
Scully in Ground Zero or Ruins, 
and the absence of such allusions 
— the absence of any undercur- 
rent of sexuality — is apt to leave 
you feeling unsatisfied. 

More rewarding efforts can be 
found outside the currently 
approved canon. Prior to Anderson's 
books, author Charles Grant held 
the franchise. His Goblins (Harper, 
$5.99) was published in 1994 and 
Whirhvind (Harper, $12) a year 
later — both as official X-Files nov- 
cls. Anderson explains, “Those did 
quite well, even though they were 
commissioned just as the TV show 
was starting and nobody knew what 
they had at the time. But they just 
threw them out there.” 

Grant’s books are ncarly as by- 
the-numbers as Anderson's, but 
— perhaps because they were 
subjected to far less scrutiny — 
they’re more interesting. Better 
explanations of Scully, Mulder, 
and incidental characters flesh out 
Goblins and Whirlwind; it’s easier 
to care about this Mulder and.this 
Scully, even if she docs get called

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“Dana” more frequently than feels 
right. These novels can stand 
apart from the scrics . . almost. 
Of course, there’s more out 
there. Unfettered by  Ten- 
Thirteen, publishers, or Fox 
Television, fans have written hun- 
dreds of pieces of X-fiction and 
posted them on the Internet. 


These renegade efforts have 
grown so prolific that fans have 
created their own awards for 


them — the Spookys. This genre 
even has its own lingo. “Angst fic- 
tion” features Mulder dealing 
with his personal demons; the 
‘*shippers” (as in “relationship- 
pers”) insist on romanticizing the 
Scully/Mulder friendship. 

As in every grass-roots creative 
movement the talent pool is 
mixed, but the fans do know what 
they want, and within some of 
their cfforts the creative heart of 
X-Files beats stronger than in the 
sanctioned novels. Anderson and 
Grant are competent wordsmiths, 
but when Chris Carter dissociates 
himself ‘from the X-Files show in 
another year or two and its pro- 
ducers are left scrambling for 
good writers, the solutions won't 
be found within the official canon. 
As Carter has always maintained, 
the facts we're’ looking for will

“Harlem was supposed to be a place where 


Negroes could come together and really walk about, and for a red-hot 
minute, we did,” says a character in Blues for an Alabama Sky of the 


fabled Harlem Renaissance. Pearl 
Cleage’s play is like a dying ember of 
that red-hot minute. Set in the 
summer of 1930, as stomping at the 
Savoy gives way to the debilitating 
beat of the Great Depression, it 
focuses on five colorful denizens of 
the Harlem periphery, who drop the 
famous names of Josephine Baker, 
Adam Clayton Powell, and Langston 
Hughes but whose own dreams are 
like drops in a bucket headed for 
empty. The play is a warm slice of 
history with a bittersweet aftertaste 
and a somewhat leaden layer of 
melodrama. But at the Huntington 
Theatre Company, where Cosby 
actress Phylicia Rashad takes her 
fourth sultry/sassy turn in the work, 
it’s mostly a pleasure. 

Blues was commissioned by 
Atlanta’s Alliance Theatre Company, 
where it premiered in 1995 with 
Alliance artistic director Kenny Leon 
at the helm (and Rashad as its beau- 
tifuls bowsprit). Following subse- 
quent stagings at Hartford Stage 
and DC’s Arena Stage, Leon — 
who previously directed From the 
Mississippi Delta and A Raisin in the 
Sun for the Huntington — remains 
in charge of the artfully cluttered

The Lyric’s Juno is good but un-Troubled

O’Casey painted in Juno and the Paycock, he can’t have expected that 
50 years later his savage indictment would scarcely have dated. 


The Irish are still fighting over the 
1921 partition through which the 
English retained control of six 
counties in the north. The Dublin 
slums have moved to the suburbs, 
to the likes of Tallaght and 
Ballymun (where part of The 
Commitments was shot), but 
they're still slums. Informing 
remains a way of life, as Sean 
O’Callaghan’s visit reminds us. 
So it makes sense that the Lyric 
Stage should bring back Juno, 
which it produced in 1981 and 
1986, for a third go-round. 

The year is 1922, and in the back- 
ground the Irish Civil War is raging 
(Michael Collins has — been 
ambushed just a few weeks earlier, 
though, oddly, no one makes any 
mention of it). As the play opens, in 
the shabby two-room Dublin tene-

and others like it in David 
Mamet’s American Buffalo sent 
tremors through the theatrical 
community. An-unknown play- 
wright out of Chicago had 
touched a raw nerve and 
unleashed a linguistic energy 
never heard on mainstream 
stages. Nowadays, in New 
England at least, you can barely 
go a month without running into 
Mamet’s poetry of the vernacu- 
lar. His plays are being done 
everywhere, including in his new 
hometown of Newton. 

The New Repertory Theatre 
joins the parade with a first- 
rate production of American 
Buffalo, the play that brought 
Mamet to national attention 
(but only recently made it to 
film). What struck many in the 
mid ’70s as a gritty, off-the- 
street American naturalism can 
now be seen as a-fairly stylized 
comedy of bad manners. 
Certainly the New Rep render- 
ing by new artistic director 
Rick Lombardo goes for the 
funnybone more than the jugu- 
lar. The result is an excellent, 
snap-crackle-pop production 
that right near the end gets a 
little soggy. 

The play, you may recall, 
takes place in Don’s Resale 
Shop, which is masterfully 
realized by scenic designer 
Janie Fliegel. Junk climbs the 
walls like so much post-indus- 
trial ivy: old crappy TVs, clock 
radios, bowling trophies, small 
kitchen appliances, file cabi- 
nets, picture frames, hubcaps, 
a fish tank, you name it.

The three come together on 
the morning after an all-night 
poker game in Donny’s shop. 
Donny and Bobby are planning 
to burglarize a recent customer 
with an interest in rare coins, 
but when Teach gets wind of it, 
he muscles in and edges Bobby 
out. That night, when the ill- 
conceived caper unravels 
before it starts, suspicion falls 
on Bobby. Words ‘and blows 
are exchanged until the truth 
comes out, one that suggests 
there is indeed honor among 
thieves. 

American Buffalo is a tour 
de force for actors, and the 
New Rep cast deliver perfor- 
mances with verve and preci- 
sion. As Donny, Ken Baltin 
continues his string of recent 
Mamet roles. Outfitted by cos- 
tume designer Nancy Lynn 
Leary as if he wished he’d gone 
fishin’, Baltin is a bit young 
and unwizened for the role.

Teach, paving the way for the 
play’s big showdown. Brian 
McManamon, a senior at BU’s 
School of the Arts, holds his 
own as Bobby, the street punk 
who just wants to do some- 
thing right.

The standout performance 
comes from Michael Cecchi, 
who was born to play Teach. 
The role invites histrionics, and 
Cecchi does not disappoint. 
From the moment he enters

| Ruthie” monologue, he works 


the stage with manic energy and 
hair-trigger responsiveness, like 
a lizard on amphetamines, 
hands talking a mile a minute, 
palms flat, wrists arched, arms 
up and out whirling like a wind- 
mill, hyper. Cecchi’s tough guy 
turns out to have a soft center; 
we get a hint of that from the 
way he wears his belt up high 
over his concave middle, or the 
way he sets the table for a cof- 
fee-and-doughnut _ breakfast, 
carefully folding and placing the 
paper napkins. 

In the New Rep production, 
Teach, like Bobby, just wants 
to be a good boy in. the end, 
and this sentimental approach 
runs the play off the rails as it 
nears its cathartic close. In the 
final moments, director Rick 
Lombardo has Donny, as 
emergent paterfamilias, hold 
first Bobby and then a minute 
later Teach in his arms, rock- 
ing each man back and forth 
with loving comfort on the 
floor centerstage, as if matters 
boiled down to a couple of 
scraped knees on the Little 
League diamond. This warm- 
and-fuzzy dénouement dilutes 
rather than strengthens the 
bitter pathos and seething 
rage of the play, which 
remains, we are otherwise 
reminded by Lombardo’s 
accomplished production, one 
of Mamet’s best. x

Bahia dances up a storm

Bahia returned to Boston last week and ignited a 
happy, dancing crowd in the aisles of the 








Emerson Majestic. Audiences love being allowed to drop their normally 
passive role, and in a number of recent world-dance performances drummers 
and singers have enlisted spectators in clapping and vocal accompaniments. 
Then, on cue, the already pulsating crowd have been half out of their seats. 

The Bahian company uses the word folclérico rather loosely. Only one piece 
on the opening-night program, Puxada de Rede, seemed to be a staging of an 
actual folkloric practice, the invocation of the goddess Iemanja, who rules the 
sea and can guarantee the fishermen a good catch. (A new, extended work 
based on Candomblé ritual was shown at the other performances.) 

Folklore is a tricky genre. It tries to show the customs of a people, but it 
always has to be theatricalized, which can put a gaudy spin on a tribal subject. 
Magic, inwardness, gravity, possession, ritualistic actions, and unanticipated 
revelation don’t play that well on a stage. The telling of a culture’s mythology 
and heroics also can lose out in sanitized or hyped-up translations. 

Augusto Omolti’s Danga de Origem, which opened the program, was based 
on a creation myth of the Candomblé religion, but it looked more like Alvin 
Ailey than Africa. Under the distracting technicolor lighting that pervaded the 
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INFECTIOUS AND INCLUSIVE: movement can veer from good- 
natured showing-off to hostility to celebration without pause — no 
wonder audiences get caught up in it. 














whole program, the dancers posed and undulated in a modern-dance vocabu- 
lary: running stag jumps, scooping arms, farflung walks, contractions, hinges, 
shoulder stands, the whole array of gorgeous body presentation so familiar to 
the North American audience, 

Fortunately, Walson Botelho and José Carlos Arandiba, the company direc- 
tor and artistic director, who are responsible for most of the choreography, 
keep these decorative formats at a minimum. The Afro-Indo-Hispanic dances 
and rhythms of Brazil provide them with plenty of other movement material, 
which they arrange to show the spirit but not necessarily the ethnographic real- 
ity of Bahia. 

Botelho, Arandiba, and Rosangela Silvestre do lay out this movement in spa- 
tial patterns adapted from the ballet and modern-dance stage. Their dances are 
designed to make the movement more visible without inhibiting its intensity. 
Processional lines cross and recross the space. Circles of gesturing groups con- 
tract and bloom around a central figure. The ensemble fans out to watch and 
simultaneously offset a pair of dueling antagonists. 

Combat was a major theme of this program. As in suppressed cultures 
everywhere, the African slaves in Brazil disguised their fighting skills under the 
pretext of dancing, which was allowed by the masters as a harmless recreation. 
Botelho’s Maculelé began with a formation of fierce-looking men brandishing 
sticks. They paired off and fought, cracking the sticks together. Later they 
traded the sticks for steel machetes, and sparks flew as the blades met. 

During all these dances, devotions, battles, and flirtations, the dancers kept 
up a driving rhythm accompanied by five drummers and two singers. This 
constant propulsiveness sometimes got displaced into the torso or the arms, 
and on foot it incited running, spins, and increasingly frenetic samba steps. It 
also underlay the spectacular acrobatics of capoeira, another martial art form 
of Brazil. 

You can see how capoeira was a basic source of American hip-hop and break 
dancing. Two opponents face each other, usually from a crouch, and begin an 
antiphonal body-fencing. Each man tries to penetrate the other’s personal 
space while evading attack. Arms, legs, even heads become weapons that sel- 
dom make impact. The idea is collaborative, the pace terrifically fast. The need 
to be constantly switching from attack to defense makes for continuous motion 
in a huge, spherical space, a dance of agile reciprocity. 

Botelho’s dance Samba de Roda began with a slow-motion capoeira by two 
men. The rest of the group arrived and the scene flowed from the men’s com- 
petitive acrobatics — fast multiple flips, skewed cartwheels, spins in the air — 
to capoeira displays to amiable pushing and shoving among the watchers to 
aggressive sambas and then angry fighting by rapidly shifting knots of men and 
women at odds with each other. 

There’s something infectious and inclusive about this, even at its harsh- 
est. Tempers are volatile, movement can veer from good-natured showing- 
off to hostility to celebration without pause. No wonder audiences get 
caught up in it too. ae

Q: To my ears, the work you’re 
doing now is rich in melody, there 
are lots of interesting themes that 
keep resurfacing in the composi- 
tions, and on The Secret Agent and 
Heroes you’re working with a very 
lush sonic palette. Where do you 
feel you're at creatively right now, 
and what’s exciting you in your 
music? 

A: It’s hard to say. I’ve done 30- 
odd CDs over the past 25 years. 
And they are a kind of portrait of 
where I am at any of those times. 
What I notice is that there is usual- 
ly some kind of consistency within 
three or four CDs. But if you move 
beyond that you start to hear 
changes. 

Just before Heroes, I did the 
score for The Secret Agent. It has 
the qualities you’re mentioning, so 
I think I have grown very much 
into this place where I am at right 
now. But I seem to go through 
four- or five-year cycles. This is 
one that people like so . . . it is nice 
when that: happens. It doesn’t 
always happen that way. My early 
music could be very confrontation- 
al and demanding. 

We still play that music, by the 
way. I’m doing a concert in 
London in May that will be a retro- 
spective from 1969 to almost 25 
more years. I don’t mind going 
back and playing those old pieces, 
but I am really not thinking that 
way anymore. What you are hear- 
ing on. Heroes and on The Secret 
Agent is pretty much what I am 
thinking right now. 

It has a lot to do with writing for 
the voice. I think the main thing 
that’s happened in what I have 
done in the last 20 years has been 
working directly with singers, in 
operas. I am working now on a 
new vocal work with Bob Wilson 
that is 10 songs. I have been writ- 
ing a lot of songs lately. And not 
only on these projects, but I have 
done individual song projects. I 
wrote a song with Natalie 
Merchant two weeks ago. It was 
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GLASS ON GLASS: “/ seem to go 
through four- or five-year cycles. 
This is one that people like so... it 
is nice when that happens.” 














great — I really began to think 

. what one should do is give up this 
symphony and opera business and 
become a songwriter. I like it a lot. 
So it comes out in the music you 
are hearing in terms of the melodic 
profile of the work. It’s much clear- 
er now than it was before. 

Q: How did it feel to be making 
such aggressive, controversial music 
in the ’60s and ’70s? ; 

A: I had a great time. I enjoyed it 
tremendously, right up through 
1976. By that time my Ensemble 
had been together for almost eight 
or nine years.'And the Ensemble is 
still working together, so I have 
been very fortunate to have a group 
of regular musicians I play with. 
It’s been like a family and they’ve 
grown with me. That’s another rea- 
son change seems very organic for 
me. I have no idea where I will be 
five years from now. I don’t think 
about it that way. 

Q: I think of you as a very 
American composer, despite the 
way you've employed Eastern and 
serial techniques in your music. 
Maybe it was in the intensity. For 
me, the music that established you 
had very much the feel of modern 
American urban and industrial cul- 
ture: the notes having similar values 
and density, the pacing and similar- 
ities of colors. 

A: I think of myself in that way 
too. I’ve thought of myself as being 
very much an American composer, 
very comfortable with the vernacu- 
lar of my own environment. 

But, of course, that’s aiwery 
American characteristic: to 
incorporate and synthesize and 
ingest all these other cultures. We 
are a multiculture, so it’s natural 
that it should come out in the art as 
well. 

I wonder what you'll think of 
these songs I have been writing. A 
lot of things come up for people 
who want a title song for a film. So 
I did a song for Suzanne Vega for 
a Brazilian film, and for an English 
film I did a song for Mick Jagger. I 
wrote the whole song and he sang 
it. And Suzanne, I wrote her entire 
song as well. With Natalie 
Merchant, she wrote the lyrics. 
That was more of a collaboration. I 
am not really a word writer. 

Q: What was working with 
Jagger like? 

A: I like Mick Jagger. I went to 
over London. He is a very profes- 
sional man in the studio. Of 
course, he’s been doing it most of 
his life and one would expect that. 
Seeing him work, learning the 
song in a very methodical way and 
then doing different takes and try- 
ing different things — the things 
he liked he could reproduce per- 
fectly, and the things he discarded 
he replaced. Methodically, the 
songs achieved something that was 
very much like him but really .was 
note for note what I had written. 

Q: What's exciting about the 
songwriting process for you? 

A: Maybe because I have done 
so much of the other stuff, it’s new 
for me. I have done four six-hour 
operas, and 45-minute sym- 
phonies, and things like that. It’s 
the change of the length almost. Or 
changing the problem. Whatever 
the problem might be. I suppose if 
I had spent my time writing short- 
er pieces, I’d be writing longer 
pieces right now. I think it is really 
like that. I had done a lot of the 
very extended time pieces, and now 
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working in these very compact 
forms has piqued my interest. 

Q: I understand you’re undertak- 
ing a solo concert tour right now. 
How often do you perform alone? 

A: I do about 20 concerts a year. 
I actually haven’t done one in 
Boston in quite a while. They’re 
easy to do because it’s just myself. 
There is no equipment involved. I 
just hop on a plane and I play the 
piano. It does require a certain 
amount of practice, which — as 
anyone will tell you — is a big pain 
in the neck, but that comes with the 
territory. 

I have been writing piano music. 
At the beginning I did a lot of 
arrangements of things apart from 
my own, but in the last four or five 
years I have been writing piano 
pieces. Ten years ago I really had to 
scratch around to get a program 
together. Now I have more than 
enough for one program and I’m 
working toward a whole evening, 
which I hope I can complete in the 
next year. 

Q: What else are you working 
on? 

A: There are so many interesting 
things to do. There are so many 
interesting collaborators. People 
like Bob Wilson or Allen Ginsberg. 
I had the opportunity to work with 
Bowie. His stuff is brilliant. I knew 
it in the late ’70s; I was impressed 
with it then and I always thought I 
would one day do something with 
it. I am working with Martin 
Scorsese on a movie right now. 
The Dalai Lama movie, the one 
that the Chinese are so upset about 
— I am about half through that 
score. It’s a beautiful film. I have 
been watching him edit and have 
been doing the music right along- 
side him. It is a very interesting 
project. I think people will be very 
taken with it. 

Q: When I first started hearing 
your music, I was taken by your 
group’s name: the Philip Glass 
Ensemble. To me it had more of a 
rock-and-roll resonance than any- 
thing in the classical realm — kind 
of like the Jimi Hendrix Experience 
or the Jeff Beck Group. When you 
named the Ensemble, were you try- 
ing to subvert the norm of the clas- 
sical world? 

A: It was the only name I could 
think of. I didn’t really spend a lot 
of time thinking about it. It had the 
virtue of being who and what we 
are. We were making a distinction 
between ourselves and the group 
for new music at Princeton or the 
ensemble for new music at 
Columbia. And we were clear that 
we were striking out in a new 
direction and that was reflected in 
the name. I didn’t think of it as an 
exciting name; it seemed to me 
fairly straightforward. 

By the way, we have this concert 
in London coming up. The PGE 
— which is our shorthand for it — 
have been doing these cocktail 
operas. This new Bob Wilson score 
will be with the PGE. Some of the 
people in the Ensemble, like 
Michael Riesman, who co-pro- 
duced Heroes, | have worked with 
15 to 20 years. Michael also 
worked on The Secret Agent and a 
song on Heroes. When he is not 
conducting, he works as a music 
director. 

Q: You were among the first seri- 
ous composers to use things like 
synthesizers not as an experiment 
but as an equal instrumental voice

within your music. What led you to 
do that? What was the reaction 
from the academic and classical 
community? 

A: I think we were the first. I was 
out touring, and I really needed to 
have an instrument that I could 
tour with and that could convey a 
world of sound. With La Belle et la 
Béte — I don’t know if you saw 
that when we performed it — that 
was a total MIDI system. We were 
using digital technology in the 
sampling and the accessing of 
sounds. By myself I wouldn’t have 
been able to do it. I really needed 
collaborators and companions who 
understood the technology and 
were eager to use it and who 
brought it right into the ensemble. 
I think the academics were horri- 
fied, as you can imagine. 

The funny thing is that now it 
turns out you can for just three or 
four thousand dollars buy a sam- 
pler that can do the stuff that 
expensive equipment used to do. 
It’s changed dramatically the way 
people make music today. When I 
was a kid, synthesized music was 
only at the universities and made 
by huge equipment that was com- 
pletely not portable and you had to 
sign up for time to work on it. 
Now, it’s completely available. My 
son is building a home studio. For 
$2500 he bought an eight-track 
recorder, a sampler; he’s setting up 
in the basement. Ten or 15 years 
ago that was unimaginable. 

What that means is that this 
technology is available for young 
people. And it also means, talking 
about the academic world, they’ve 
had to completely retool. A lot of 
these places have had to find peo- 
ple who can teach; the younger 
voices want to know about sam- 
pling, they want to know about 
MIDI systems. They want to know 
about the kind of software that 
makes this useful and available. It’s 
kind of a wake-up call to the 
schools that they have to catch up 
with the rest of the world. The 
music world will of course develop 
without them. I’ve noticed that 
some of the universities where 
they’ve had studios with electronic 
music are completely outdated 
now. 

But you know, places like 
Berklee catch on right away. That 
particular place makes a point of 
being current. Because they have 





to. The people that are coming out 
of there are going right into music; 
they’re not graduating music 
teachers, they are graduating peo- 
ple to go into the music world in 
one way or other. It’s a very practi- 
cal approach and it has its virtues. 
As a practical musician myself, that 
is something I am sympathetic to. 
Of course, an academic back- 
ground has its qualities too. I real- 
ize that to have a deep training in 
traditional music is viable, so I 
don’t think we can set that aside so 
easily. 

Q: As a young, rogue composer 
you bucked the establishment. Was 
there a point in your career when 
you realized that you’d become part 
of the establishment yourself? 

A: There are several generations 
of composers who have 
come along after me, so I 
can hardly be an upstart 
anymore. But take Heroes, 
for example. Very few 
orchestras will play the 
piece, because they consid- 

. What I heard from 
the orchestra managers is, 
“We don’t play rock and 
roll.” 

Q: But it isn’t rock and 


with him? 

A: Yes, I am. I did a record with 
him not too many years ago called 
Passages, on a small label called 
Private Music. And we were talking 
about performing it live. We've 
been invited to do that in Mexico 
City next year. Ravi is playing 
beautifully, but he is getting older. I 
think if you have a chance to hear 
him you better hear him now. 

Q: Heroes is on a label you're 
running, I understand, under the 
aegis of the major label PolyGram. 

A: I was looking for a record to 
start off with that would say some- 
thing about what Point Music was 
going to be about. One of the 
things we do is present experimen- 
tal music and kind of classical 
avant-garde music, like Gavin

A: They never looked at 
the music. They simply 
saw the name David

it. There are a lot of places 
that will play other works 
of mine but will not play 
anything that seems to 
have that kind of influ- 
ence. But in terms of the 
mainstream, I am not wor- 
ried about finding places 
to play. I am not worried 
about having projects to 
do. I can be supported 
now within the world of 
music and by my music. 
That has given me a 
tremendous independence 
from the academic world. 

Q: Meeting Ravi 
Shankar in the ’60s really 
changed your life and the 
way you thought about 
music, didn’t it? 

A: It did. I met him at a 
special time. I was young 
enough and still impres- 
sionable enough so that 
could happen.

w@ Dance Nos. 1-5 (Sony) 
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Bryars. And world-music projects 
like Foday Susso. But I am also 
interested in this funny in-between 
world of popular music and exper- 
imental music that David Bowie 
and Brian Eno have been very 
active in. So I thought this was a 
way of announcing what the char- 
acter of Point was going to be. It 
was important to define for 
PolyGram what we were trying to 
do, because I announced that this 
was kind of a new classical music. 
That was my intention. Good 
music can appear anywhere. It can 
appear in techno, it can appear in 
classical, it can appear in popular 
music. My point is that quality is 
not a monopoly by any particular 
group of people. 

Q: You seem to be stimulated by 
having a lot of contexts for your 
music. 

A: Well, Heroes, for example. . . 
It is important to note that Heroes 
has been a ballet with Twyla Tharp. 
She was touring last year with it. 
Heroes is kind of half-symphony, 
half-ballet. 

I like the collaborative aspect of 
theater; you can bring in literature 
and image and movement. And 
with that comes these creators: 
writers and designers and choreog- 
raphers and actors and singers. I 
like the community that develops 
around theater work — the com- 
munity of people and the commu- 
nity of ideas. 

I try to work with young people 
on Point Music. I was just in 
Europe and came across the whole 
generation of techno-pop people in 
England that are interesting. I still 
listen a lot to Indian music. And of 
course my own tradition is classical 
and so I listen to that as well. I lis- 
ten to everything, really. For me... 
the Grammys were last night; I 
knew all the music that 
was on at the Grammys. 
That’s all interesting to 
me. I don’t draw a line 
around myself that I 
won't cross. It doesn’t 
mean I like everything, 
but I hear it. 

Q: What do you have 
on the front burner right 
now? 

A: There is a new opera 
that is opening in 
Germany in the spring. 
There’s the film with 
Martin Scorsese that I 
mentioned. There’s the 
new piece with Bob 
Wilson; that’s complet- 
ed. I would like to finish 
my cycle for piano. 
That’s enough for now. 

Q: You turned 60 last 
month, Did any revela- 


tions or imperatives 
comes with that birth- 
day? 


A: One thing I realized 
is that we think of age 
very differently today. 
Sixty is not the end of a 
career anymore, as it 
might have been some 
years ago. People 
expect to be very active 
for a long time. I think 
of myself still at the 
beginning of certain 
things I want to com- 
plete.

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JOSE CARRERAS: 
THE THIRD TENOR 
RETURNS TO 
BOSTON 


Spanish superstar tenor José Carreras 
— the third of the famous “Three 
Tenors” (unquestionably the third; 
whether Pavarotti or Domingo is first 
is a more Open question) — made his 
return to Boston after 22 years. This 
matinee idol with the burnished voice 
has faced more drastic vicissitudes 
than most opera stars, blowing his 
voice out in some inappropriate roles, 
facing life-threatening leukemia with 
dignity and heroism, and returning to 
the stage in triumph. It’s amazing he’s 
as good as he is, though somewhat the 
worse for wear. His short program at 
a not-quite-sold-out Symphony Hall 
consisted of “Songs by Opera 
Composers” (the subject of a recent 
CD compilation), material of limited 
vocal extension and narrow stylistic 
range that for the most part made few 
demands on the remains of a once 
glorious and powerful instrument. 

The 10 “opera composers,” in 
chronological order from Scarlatti to 
Puccini, were all either Italian or 
French. Carreras, perhaps wisely, 
attempted nothing by Mozart, 
Wagner, or Richard Strauss. The 
songs, mostly about love (except for 
Verdi’s ambitious, quasi-operatic 
“Lesule” — “The Exile”), sounded 
more or less alike, no matter the cen- 
tury. The first real glimpse of the 
Carreras vocal gleam came in the sixth 
of only eight songs on the first half of 
the concert, Massenet’s “Ouvre tes 
yeux bleus.” Earlier, the voice seemed 
thin, dry, wavery — the big high notes 
(not all that high) strangulated, the 
trills an embarrassing wobble. There 
was no smooth legato; he’d shift 
abruptly between barking and croon- 
ing falsetto. 

By the second half, his voice began 
to warm up, and free up. Lyrical pas- 
sages became more shapely and ele- 
gant. Carreras is more appealing than 
engaging, a reticent communicator 
who conveys only the most general- 
ized sense of the text (love, joy, sor- 
row), with little feel for the nuances of 
individual words and a small reper- 
toire of gestures (hands clasped 
together, arms sprung _ out). 
Eventually he began to sing more 
directly to the audience. 

The repertoire was largely unmo- 
mentous, mostly encore pieces. But 
also mostly unfamiliar. There was a 
“cold” song, Zandonai’s hushed 
“Notti di neve” (“Snowy nights,” with 
their “white obscurity”), followed by 
the heat of “August Nights,” a quartet 
of Leoncavallo in French, including 
two delightful serenades and a pre- 
view of the love duet from Pagliacci, 
and Puccini songs with charming 
forecasts of Manon Lescaut and the 
third-act quartet of La bohéme. 

Carreras’s accompanist, Lorenzo 
Bavaj, was a bit of a stiff; the audi- 
ence, applauding in advance, seemed 
to know at least one of the encores 
better than he did. Then again, that 
audience — paying as much as $150 
per ticket — had to buy a glossy $10 
program book just to discover Bavaj’s 
name and get an insert that listed the 
songs (and that sawbuck ripoff pro- 
vided neither texts nor translations 
nor any other musical information). 
Does Carreras’s management regard 
him as anything but a commodity? 

So people were paying just under 
$9 per song. Worth it? In his five 
encores, his only deviation from the 
“Songs of Opera Composers” con- 
cept, the “old” Carreras (he’s only 50) 
began to give the crowd what it want- 
ed most. He poured it on in two can- 
zoni, Rodgers & Hart’s “With a Song 
in My Heart” (did he know what 
“Heaven opens its portals to me” 
means?),; and two familiar “sightsee- 
ing” songs: “Granada” (my favorite), 
his only song in his native Spanish (in 
which he certainly conveyed the sexy

ing to the accumulation of bouquets 
on the piano at the word “rosas”), 
and, finally (inevitably), “Sorrento,”

ANDY STATMAN: 
THE REAL 
JEWISH JAZZ 


The first thing Andy Statman wants 
you to understand about his new CD, 
Between Heaven & Earth: Music of the 
Jewish Mystics (Shanachie), is that it 
is most definitely not another klezmer 
album. “What we’re playing is 
Chassidic music, it’s not klezmer 
music,” he says over the phone from 
his home in the Flatbush area of 
Brooklyn, New York. “I don’t like to 
use the word ‘klezmer.’ It becomes 
very limiting.” 

For the last 25 years, Statman has 
been a primary force behind neo- 
klezmer — the revival of the instru- 
mental dance music of Eastern 
European Jews. After achieving criti- 
cal acclaim as a bluegrass mandolinist 
in the early ’70s, he learned clarinet 
and went on to record the likes of 
Jewish Klezmer and Klezmer Music 
(both Shanachie), Flatbush Waltz 
(Rounder), and Songs of Our Fathers 
(Acoustic Disc), a duet album with 
David Grisman of traditional Jewish 
melodies. The musical study also led 
to a closer look at his religious roots. 
Most recently, Statman’s Klezmer 
Orchestra has appeared alongside 
such other neo-klezmer groups as the 
Klezmatics, Brave Old World, and the 
Klezmer Conservatory Band, on tour 
and on two bestselling volumes of In 
the Fiddler’s House (Angel), which 
features classical violinist Itzhak 
Perlman. 

With Between Heaven & Earth, 
however, Statman is putting some dis- 
tance between himself and the popular 
brand of traditional Jewish instrumen- 
tal music. Motivated in part by his 
personal religious awakening, as well 
as by his longstanding affinity for 
exploring the spirit through jazz 
improvisation, he has gone back to the 
roots of klezmer in the niggunim, or 
Chassidic prayer melodies, that are 
used by Jewish mystics to induce 
heightened spiritual awareness. 

Statman’s quartet, with pianist 
Kenny Werner, bassist Harvie 


Swartz, and drummer Bob Weiner, | 
use these melodies — which are still 





sung daily in synagogue or at the 
table by Chassidic Jews like Statman 
— as raw material for their spiritual- 
ly oriented jazz improvisations. 
Statman likens his approach to some 
of John Coltrane’s later excursions 
into Indian music. The result, on 
songs like the dramatic “Atah 
Nigleisah (You Were Revealed)” and 
the darkly enigmatic “The Maggid’s 
Deveykus Niggun” is a sweepingly 
elegant intersection of ancient and 
modern modalities. 

Statman explains that in its original 
form klezmer music in fact did have a 
spiritual function above and beyond 
its role as the secular party music of 
Yiddish-speaking Jews in the Old and 
New Worlds. “There was tremendous 
spirituality built into it. It was music 
created to serve a particular religious 
function: to make a bride and groom 
happy at a wedding. The musicians of 
old had in mind that they were fulfill- 
ing a particular mitzvah when they 
were playing at weddings.” 

In a sense, Between Heaven & 
Earth reclaims klezmer as sacred 
music. In the process, Statman and 
his bandmates — along with man- 
dolinist Grisman and banjoist Bela 
Fleck, who appear on a few cuts — 
create a sort of Jewish/new-age 
fusion. The alternately laughing and 
weeping tone of the klezmer clarinet is 
recognizable in Statman’s playing, but 
here it is the trance-like voice of the 
chazan, or cantor, and not the party 
maven. And rather than providing 
dance music, the band here are daven- 
ing, or praying, improvising a kind of 
collective, call-and-response session 
patterned after the communal worship 
of religious Jews. 

Klezmer is often erroneously 
referred to as “Jewish jazz.” With his 
new album’s undeniable foundation in 
Jewish religious melody and_ its 
instantly recognizable modern-jazz 
approach (it’s not a far leap from the 
“Chassidic Waltz” to some of Dave 
Brubeck’s Eurasian-influenced com- 
positions, or from “Purim Niggun” to 
the MJQ’s Bach treatments), has 
Statman accidentally stumbled on the 
real “Jewish jazz?” 

“It’s jazz, it’s Jewish music, it’s a 
number of different things,” he says. 
“Is it the real Jewish jazz? I don’t 
know.”

Swirling life 


Spring Heel Jack make the new rock

It’s usually been the case that 


any form of music singled out as having no place in rock 
and roll (as disco, punk, and rap all were) turns out to be 


a signpost for where the music is going. I 
understand that some people just don’t 
connect with electronic dance music: 
house and ambient and techno and jungle 
and trip-hop. But what | hear in the less- 
thoughtful responses from many rock fans, 
in their dismissal or outright contempt, is 
an echo of the mid-’70s cry “Disco sucks!” 
In other words, the old rock shibboleth 
that there are some pcople (blacks and 
gays, in the case of the anti-disco crowd) 
who have no place in rock culture. 

A few weeks ago MTV_ran a “Where 
Are They Now?” spccial on *80s metal 
stars, and there was Lita Ford saying that 
there are plenty of people who don’t like 
rap, who don’t like alternative music, who 
want to know why there isn’t any rock 
and roll on the radio anymore. It’s easy to 
dismiss that argument as a has-been’s 
sour grapes, but it also speaks for a large 
number of people for whom the phrase 
rock and roll refers to a very narrow 
range of guitar-driven music. If the likes 
of Entroducing . . . D.J. Shadow, Aphex 
Twin’s Richard D. James Album, C. J. 
Bolland’s_ killer single “Sugar Is 
Sweeter,” and Spring Heel Jack’s new 68 
Million Shades (Island) don’t deserve to 
be thought of as rock and roll, then the 
term has outlived its usefulness. 

The biggest stumbling block about the 
new electronic music is the oft-heard 
complaint that it’s faceless. That is to say, 
it puts the fan and the critic into the unfa- 
miliar position of responding to music 
from which the obvious, dependable 
manifestations of narrative and persona 
are absent. 

I can’t pretend | feel as close to this 
music as | do to music that’s built around a 
performer's immediately discernible voice. 
And it may be that the albums that adapt 
this music for its own purposes, like 
Everything But the Girl’s Walking 
Wounded and U2’s stunning new Pop 
(which may turn off almost as many people 
as it attracts), will be the way it’s accepted 
into the mainstream. But it seems odd to 
say that there’s not a discernible personali- 
ty to techno or ambient when even a curso- 
ry listen to albums by the likes of Tricky, 
the Chemical Brothers, and Underworld 
reveals different sensibilities. This is music 
designed to connect immediately with an 
audience, the people on the dance floor, so 





it can’t be said to be removed from human 
interaction. And if you accept the mod- 
ernist notion that an audience completes a 
work of art by uncovering its meanings, 
isn’t it possible that the faces and the body 
of this music come from the people danc- 
ing to it? 

What all this demands of fans and critics 
is a more imaginative response. Although it 
shouldn’t require too much work to hear 
the inclusiveness and expansiveness in 
Spring Heel Jack’s 68 Million Shades. | 
don’t think there’s a track on the album 
that doesn’t radiate good fecling. 68 
Million Shades gives you the sensation of 
embarking on a journey. Spring Heel Jack 
(who worked on Walking Wounded) have 
married the romanticism of dance music to 
the romanticism of heading for new fron- 
tiers and fecling boundarics expand in 
front of you. If this were a movie, it would 
be one shot in wide, airborne vistas that 
give you the sensation of traveling over vast 
tracts of land. (That one of the tracks is 
called “Pan” only reinforces the impres- 
sion.) “Midwest” is the sound of Ennio 
Morricone on ecstasy. The lone guitar line 
(like the electronic blips in the opening 
“Take 1”) seems to be echoing across so 
wide an expanse that every contour in the 
soundscape becomes palpable. The sounds 
taking flight at the top of the mix might as 
well be birds gliding overhead. 

Spring Heel Jack know how to use the 
rapid insistence of the beats as a stable base 
for the synthesized textures of their music. 
Every new riff, every variation in the beat, 
every sample and instrument added to the 
mix registers with the clarity. of spring 
water. And yet the insistence of the beats is 
what anchors 68 Million Shades to the 
urban life that’s the traditional setting for 
dance music. As you become accustomed 
to the relentlessness of the pace, you feel as 
if you were being given the ability to 
process more and more. It’s like the clarity 
of the seemingly expanded moments before 
a car crash minus any of the dread. 
Listening to 68 Million Shades is like 
standing on a crowded corner on a clear, 
sunny day waiting for a “Walk” sign and 
being able to take in every detail of the city 
swirling around you. a

And a new CD proves it 


BY BRETT MILANO Only in Allston would something 
like this happen: a long-haired guy walks into a deserted 


working-class bar, says, 


here and see what happens,” and the bar- 
tender says, “Okay.” Soon the place is 
packed on a weekly basis and a new rock 
venue is born. 

That’s more or less how O'Brien's 
became Allston’s best, and currently only, 
underground rock venue. Located just on 
the edge of upper and lower Allston (at the 
intersection of Harvard Avenuc and 
Cambridge Street), O'Brien's is the kind of 
place where rock has always flourished in 
this area — to put it bluntly, a dive. Which 
suited Tim Catz, who now books the club 
and also plays bass for Roadsaw, just fine. 
He's lived in Allston for 13 years, long 
enough to remember the days when you 
could hit Bunratty’s (later the club was 
called Local 186), Molly’s, Johnny D’s (no 
relation to the Davis Square club), and 
Streets in one extended stumble. And that’s 
long enough for him to get cranky about 
the more upscale hangouts that those clubs 
have all turned into (respectively, they're 
now the Wonder Bar, the Kells, Common 
Ground, and a flower shop). 

“Those places arc too collegiate for me,” 
he says. “What | missed were the days when 
you could see bands like the Five, Uzi, and 
Black Cat Bone; Johnny D’s was my favorite 
club back then. After Local 186 closed, it 
was the first time | can remember when 
there was no place to hang out.” Since it 
stared booking music last year, O’Bricn’s 
has filled some of the void. It now has music 
Thursdays through Saturdays weckly, and 
the number of band members and other 
bohos who live in Allston has proved suffi- 
cient to provide a steady clicntcle — espe- 
cially since it doesn't take much to fill the 
place. “If a band can bring ‘in 100 people, 
then we're packed,” Catz notes. 

This week sces the release of Allston Rock 
City (Curve of the Earth), a compilation CD 
with 19 bands who have played the club, 
about half of whom are making their disc 
debuts. Aside from giving Catz a chance to 
gloat (his liner notes include snide remarks 
about the Kells and the Wonder Bar), the 
CD introduces a bunch of bands who could 
make waves in years to come. 

About half the disc is devoted to big, loud 
rock (with big local names like Quintaine 
Americana, Slughog, Roadsaw, and 6L6), 
but some of the best tracks come from left 
field. Babaloo and Elbow are respectively a 
garage-salsa outfit and a rough blues band 
in the Fat Possum—label vein. Dave Stcele’s 
post-Orangutang band Cherry 2000 
include a track from last month's Phoenix 
“Demo Derby”—winning tape. On the 
experimental edge are Juneau, an instru-

mental band including former Spore gui- 
tarist Marc Orleans; further on that cdge is 
Michael Mancini (whose track, recorded 
entirely backwards, is the one you'll proba- 
bly skip over). Other personal faves: 
Verago-go, with.a track not on their CD, 
and Max doing one of their psychedelic 
homages. And an obvious pick to click, 
especially if you still miss Malachite, are 3 
1/2 Girls, doing spunky and snotty punk- 
metal with over-the-top, doom-obsessed 
lyrics. (They play O'’Bricn’s tonight, 
Thursday, with a full CD due next month.) 

What do the bands on the disc have in 
common? “About three-quarters of them 
hang out at the club, and they've all played 
there,” Catz notes. “And a lot of them are 
pretty hard-drinking bands. When bands 
play, they get the door and they get to drink 
for free; the club keeps the bar profits. A lot 
of the people there drink a lot, actually; it’s 
got that kind of vibe. Nobody drinks cock- 
tails; it’s all shots and beers.” 

The biggest band to hit O’Bricn’s so far 
would probably be a tie between Sam 
Black Church, who played last ycar to 
break in some new matcrial, and the 
Upper Crust, who last month played their 
only local gig in the past year (ncither is 
on the CD). The most bizarre night would 
’ ve to be a party thrown last year by the 
fanzine Ugly Mug, which brought some 
drag queens into the club. 

“The funny thing is that they showed up 
at soundchcck in full dress and a lot of the 
people that hang out at the bar were there: 
carpenters and working people,” Catz 
notes. “They didn’t know what was going 
on, but they started thinking that the drag 
queens were looking pretty good.” 


CHRISTIAN GILBERT. So you're the 
guitarist of two prominent local bands, 
both of a dark and shadowy persuasion. 
What do you do to commemorate the occa- 
sion when you wind up celebrating your 
birthday on stage? 

“Good question; | don’t think we'll be 
kicking into ‘Happy Birthday to You,’ says 
Christian Gilbert, a guitarist who's attract- 
ed more to the idca of ritual and ceremony 
than to fun and pop. He'll be playing at the 
Paradise with both his bands — One of Us 
and Opium Den — next Thursday, the 
27th, the night of his 30th birthday. 

The show is notable for another reason: 
it may be the last chance to sce Opium 
Den, whose future looks uncertain at this 
point. Founded around the start of the 
decade and fronted by magnetic singer 
Annette Kramer, the group anticipated the

a track not on their debut CD. 


dark-pop trend by a few years, showing a 
better sense of melody and dynamics than 
most bands on the goth circuit. Their two 
CDs came close to getting a national fol- 
lowing, but apparently not close enough. 
Most of the members now play in other 
bands, and drummer Mike Demma_ has 
moved to Las Vegas, so getting together to 
play is becoming more of a problem. 

“This will probably be the last show,” 
Gilbert admits. “I guess we're not very 
connected now, but we'll do a gig whenev- 
cr we're in the same place and there’s a 
club that will have us. This might at least be 
the last chance to see us when we're this 
good, though.” 

They've had most of a third album in the 
can for more than a year now, and it still 
may sce release if they can find a taker. 
“It’s a bit more rocking, less moody, more 
diverse than what we've done before. One 
problem we had is that we always sounded 
like one kind of music meeting the other 
kind of music, and it wound up being nei- 
ther. Opium Den used to have a manager 
who said that we needed to become poppi- 
er, or else become better musicians .like 
Dead Can Dance.” 

One might say that Opium Den did the 
former while One of Us did the latter. And 
Gilbert is casting his lot with the latter 
band, whose debut CD, Sky Clad, hit the 
streets last year. Perhaps the most striking 
difference between the two bands is their 
singers. Opium Den’s Kramer prefers to 
retreat into the shadows; One of Us’s John 
Eye is more out front and theatrical. 

“To me the bands are similar because the 
drummers aren’t straightforward, and 
they’re both pretty Middle Eastern—sound- 
ing,” Gilbert offers. “And they’re both into 
metaphysical lyrics, probably on the melan- 
choly side.” As for Eye’s stage persona: 
“He saw a lot of theater when he was 
younger and he was raised half his life on a 
Native American plantation; they were 
Wampanoags. So he’s got some mythology 
there he needs to communicate.” 


MUSES BREAK-UP? Following a sur- 
prising appearance last month at the 
Middle East — a semi-plugged show with 
many audience requests and obscure 
album tracks from the early days — 
Throwing Muses are going on indefinite 
hiatus. According to a ‘statement posted on 
the band’s Web site last week, “The Muses 
have scraped by for a long. time doing 


n with 


something they love, for. and with people 
they love. The time has come however to 
take a break and explore other options .. . 
Picease don’t think the Muses are ‘breaking 
up’ per se; it’s important to all of them that 
you know they'd do this for free if they 
could, but that’s a big ‘if.’ ” 

Kristin Hersh is now starting work on 
her sccond solo album. The 
Rykodisc/Throwing Music reissue of the 
first Muses album, with bonus tracks, has 
been delayed until next spring.

Western hardcore 


Honkeyball make gunfighter music 


BY CARLY CARIOLI | have some weird theories about hardcore as 
(among other things) folk art. I could bore you with a diatribe on how 
hardcore mirrors the blues and country music in terms of its simplicity 


and its socio-musical function, 
how its arguments about authen- 
ticity (“keeping it real”) can be 
read as an attempt to wring legif- 
imacy and identity out of the 
stone-cold monotony of white, 
suburban, working-/middle-class 
life, and how all of this plays into 
why I think Boston’s ‘Honkeyball 
are an excellent band. But that 
would take all the fun out of it. 
Suffice to say that if Allston had 
an O.K. Corral, Honkeyball 
would be the house band; and if 
you're planning to shoot a neo- 
Western anytime soon, their new 
album, Onetime (Wonderdrug), 
wouldn’t be a bad choice for the 
soundtrack. 

Honkeyball retain vestiges of 
hardcore — in the trust-no-one 
individualism-gone-awry _ senti- 
ment of “So Called Friends,” and 
in their bedrock heaviness — but 
they’re well on their way to some- 
thing larger. Partly it’s the way they 
twist and layer things, little melod- 
ic/textural accents and agile intros

that tweak the music’s inherent 
velocity. The opener, “The Sheep 
Will Shear,” fades in with the 
lulling crash of waves against the 
shore, and when a rush of guitars 
swallows it up, the riff itself speaks 
less of violence than of dread, 
melancholy, yearning. “Hank’s 
Been Drinking” is drunk itself, 
guitars careering through waves of 
swooning, slide-warped nausea.

being the equivalent of American 
Westerns) and modern-day mob 
outlaws (In “Rollin’ with the 
Assassin,” they cop Ray Liotta’s 
infamous GoodFellas line: “Fuck 
you — pay me!”). 

“It’s just "cause I’m a wanna- 
be,” chuckles singer/guitarist/lyri- 
cist George Tsiaras over beers at 
the Silhouette Lounge in Allston. 
“Every time I’ve seen Westerns 
and stuff I’ve just been like, ‘Aw, 
man, | fuckin’ love cowboys, 
man.’ ” That much was evident in 
the lyrics to “Kemosabi,” the first 
track off their 1995. debut, 
Honkeyball, where _ Tsiaras 
described the heat of the sun just 
risen, the smell of tobacco and 
horses. “I’ve always written lyrics 
with a story in mind,” says Tsiaras, 
who’s quick to confess he’s no 
street hood and gets embarrassed 
when | mention a show last year 


when he came out dressed as if 


he'd just gotten out of prison. “I 
kinda make little movies [in my 
head] while I’m writing. I’ve 
always wanted to write a movie, do 
something like that.” 

In describing the bar brawl in 
Albuquerque that __ inspired 
“Goldenwest Saloon” he says, “I 
thought we were in a movie. I was 
looking for the cameras, man. 
There was so many good scenes 
— chairs breaking, guys with 
pool sticks breaking ‘em over 
each other’s necks.” 

But unlike rote gangsta tales, 
Tsiaras’s songs display a feel for 
narrative development, focusing 
on the moments just before, or 
just after — withholding informa- 
tion like a crime novelist. On 
Onetime’s “Her Cheatin’ Heart” 
the story unfolds slowly, as a guy 
cruising down the highway com- 


where will 


plains of heartache. Only later do 
you get to see the empty revolver 
lying on the seat next to him. 
“That whole song is like an 
updated country-western song, 
like a ‘somebody did somebody 
wrong’ song,” says bassist Claude 
Yama. The kicker, “Where oh 
they bury my 
baby/Where I don’t know, but | 
do know I'll be gone,” reminds 
me a bit of Son House’s “Death 
Letter,” where he comes home to 
find his woman laid out on the 
coolin’ board, then just packs his 
bags and leaves. In “Sheep Will 
Shear” Tsiaras sees “Hellhounds 
on your trail, boy,” recasting that 
old blues dread as fear of lockstep 
autocracy — only now the devil’s 
hounds are wearing jackboots. 
Although drummer _ Eric 
O’Brien listens to Robert Johnson 
and Yama digs Elmore James, 
George sheepishly admits he got 
the idea from the 1986. flick 
Crossroads, in which Ralph 
Macchio goes up against Steve Vai 
in a guitar-solo duel for the soul of 
a Robert Johnson surrogate. 
What’s more, their “The Ballad of 
John Wesley Harding” is neither a 
Dylan cover nor inspired by it: it’s 
a pastoral instrumental inspired by 
a Time-Life book infomercial. But 
along with the closing instrumen- 
tal — “Sleeps with Fishes,” a 
serene, placid reprieve that fades 
back into the sound of waves — 
that ballad is the only thing here 
suggesting redemption. Which is 
something Tsiaras’s killers and 
outlaws never find. Be

Tim Berne takes Bloodcount on the road 


BY ED HAZELL Tim Berne is no cockeyed optimist, but he sure 
sounds idealistic when he talks about Unwound, a three-CD set of live 
recordings by his band Bloodcount that is the first release on his own 


Screwgun label. “I thought the 
best way to reach my audience 
was to put out inexpensive 
recordings and try to reach peo- 
ple through mail order and on 
gigs and not get locked into 
working with corporate distribu- 
tors,” the saxophonist explains 
from a Motel 6 in lowa City, a 
stop on the Bloodcount tour that 
will end at Johnny D’s this 
Wednesday. “I just got tired of 
trying to talk other labels into 
distributing my CDs in a way | 
thought made sense, so rather 
than complain about it, I just 
decided, well, I'll do it myself.” 
Berne has produced an afford- 
able and attractive package that 
also offers some of the best music 
of his career. The CDs, well over 
three hours of music, come in a 
cardboard case covered in the 
energetic scribbles of artist 
Stephen Bryam (the artist on sev- 
eral of Berne’s earlier JMT releas- 
es). The cost is a mere $34 by 
mail, postage included. 





Compared with studio record- 
ings, the sound quality is rough 
— it’s dictated by whatever sound 
system the band used on the road 
— but perfectly acceptable. “The 
whole point was for it to be 
affordable for people,” Berne 
says. “I wanted us to sound the 
way we do at a gig. These are live 
recordings because I think people 
who come to our gigs don’t want 
to hear what we sound like in the 
studio; they want to hear music 
the way they just heard it.” 

What you hear is a quartet, with 
saxophonist Chris Speed, bassist 
Michael Formanek, and drummer 
Jim Black, that performs on a 
symphonic scale. The shortest 
track on Unwound is just over 13 
minutes; the longest is over 40. 
The performances don’t feel long, 
however. For instance, it’s hard to 
believe nearly half an hour passes 
from the opening of “Mr. 
Johnson’s Blues” (a good-natured 
energetic exchange of short, 
jagged phrases between the saxo- 


| 





phonists) to the anguished smears 
of sound and abruptly concluded 
melody that end the piece. In part 
that’s because Berne varies the 
textures of this tune, and all the 
others, with trios, duos, solos, and 
group improvisations. And as 
sequence follows sequence in his 
long written melodies, they sweep 
the performance along, often 
inspiring lengthy, convoluted lin- 
ear solos from the band. But cred- 
it also the players’ willingness to 
risk emotional exposure. They 
never lose the sense of exhilara- 
tion in their musicmaking, so that 
the album’s screaming angulari- 
ties, sprawling scale, and often 
abstract intensity bespeak not 
anger and self-indulgence but an 
excess of pure joie de vivre. 
Bloodcount have their radar 
working all the time. Sometimes, 
as in the sparring duet between 
Berne and Black at the opening of 
“Bloodcount,” they turn ideas on 
each other in mock combat. More 
often, as in the duet Berne and

Formanek weave later in the 
piece, they work closely together. 
Their collective sensitivity makes 
each improvisation a spontaneous 
composition. 

“Everyone has a lot of rope,” 
Berne says. “If you encourage 
people to go for broke, then you 
have to allow some time for things 
to develop. | like hearing things 
come together. It’s like watching 
someone build a car instead of 
watching it roll off the line. I’m 
also not trying to make it perfect. 
So the mistakes, the rough transi- 
tions, are there for everyone to 
hear. Sometimes the music is 
seamless, sometimes it’s a little 
rough. Sometimes to really hit the 
magic, there’s a period of dead 
air. | like putting everything in 
front of the audience and expos- 


| 





ing them to the whole thing. 
“Bloodcount is very collective. 
Everyone has a stake in the music, 
and I’m as surprised as anyone by 
what happens on any given night. 
It doesn’t feel like my band. I like 
that feeling. I like the idea that we 
don’t know what’s going to hap- 
pen every time. In fact, a lot of 
times, we'll fuck the tunes up a bit 
— just for fun.” x

Never mind 
that the Hustler publisher is a self- 
serving pornographer and one of 
America’s biggest assholes — The 
People vs. Larry Flynt is one of the 
most compelling defenses of First 
Amendment rights ever committed 
to celluloid. It’s vastly entertaining, 
raucously funny, and emotionally 
moving — all the things that Flynt’s 
magazine is not. Milos Forman’s 
film features bigger-than-life perfor- 
mances from Woody Harrelson as 
the smutmeister and vulgarian 
Flynt and Courtney Love as his ex- 
stripper true love and eventual wife, 
Althea. In the wake of their suc- 
cess, they’re dogged by lawsuits 
from moral watchdogs ranging from 
future building-and-loan-scandal 
felon Jack Keating to the inevitable 
Jerry Falwell. Invariably the holier- 
than-thou windbags are outclassed 
by Flynt’s outrageous antics, 
though these become pathetic and 
clownish after an assassin’s bullet 
paralyzes him.

The wife of a disgraced governor is 
sold to an island brothel while her 
children, torn from her, are taken to 
the mainland and bartered as 
slaves to the tyrant Sansho; years 
later, having escaped from his mas- 
ter, the boy, Zushio, becomes a 
chieftain and seeks revenge. 
Brutalized into adulthood by 
Sansho, Zushio, hardened, does 
whatever Sansho asks. His sister, 
Anju, represents his humanity, and 
it’s she who reminds him of their 
father’s teachings, who restores his 
memories of his mother, and who 
rescues his soul by helping him 
escape. The last half-hour of the 
film gives us Zushio's return to his 
past; Mizoguchi takes the final 
scene, his reynion with his mother, 
farther than anyone but a great film-

F YOU HAPPENED to catch the film The Darien 

Gap, then you already know designer Elaine 
Perlov. Well, sort of. The film’s main character, an 
offbeat seamstress and hat maker named Polly 
Joy, is based largely on Perlov, who met The 
Darien Gap’s writer-director, Brad Anderson, . 
when he was filming her first fashion show in 
1992. Perlov and Polly may share a passion for 
designing quirky hats, but Perlov is quick to 
point out that “none of Polly’s boyfriend life is 
like mine.” If memory serves, Polly’s apartment 
was bigger, too. 

Perlov’s studio is a studio, on a quiet street in 
Bay Village. One entire wall is stacked from floor 
to ceiling with bolts of fabric, and work and living 
areas are divided by racks of clothing — the 
handiwork of Perlov’s five-year-old business, 
Immortal Coil. 

The company is named after the hand-coiled 
galvanized-steel hats Perlov conceived (and copy- 
righted) in 1992 while bending and hammering 
metals to make jewelry. A coil is fashioned into a 
cone-shaped spiral, then covered in fabrics. The 
hats range from the super bouncy to the relatively 
staid. 

Cascading from the top of one hat, which is 
wrapped in gold-brushed nylon with an overlay 
of magenta netting, are five little balls (the moons 
of Jupiter). “Flower” is a brown-satin number, 
with dainty white-satin petals atop. Perlov even 
made a hat for the American Dairy Association — 
black with a white milk glass nestled in the hol- 
low of the coil. : 

Perlov’s hats attracted attention, including a 


corporate sponsorship from Dewar’s that allowed 


her to focus on designing and showing entire 
collections. Reflecting her passion for biking, her 
current spring line consists of pieces — all 
priced under $100 — that are generally sleek 
(but not tight), A-line, aerodynamic, waterproof, 
and reversible. Skirts and tops are made of 
travel-friendly, wrinkle-resistant neoprene, 
rayon-acetate, polyester jersey, and sparkly 
glissenette spandex. (There’s even a wrap skirt 
made out of the soft, shimmery material that 
covers a Simmons mattress — with BEAUTYREST 
embroidered all over it in loopy cursive.) The 
“Ski-Jackie,” a flare jacket in rip-stop nylon 
with a plastic zipper set upside down, blends 
several Perlov looks (including biking and 
“Cyber Jackie O”). “In these clothes,” says 
Perlov, “you can go meet someone at a swanky 
place, and ride your bike and still look cute 
when you get there.” 

When Perlov graduated from Amherst in 1991 
with a degree in Japanese art history, she 
assumed she’d be a curator somewhere. Not 
surprisingly, she finds fashion very different from 
pure art: “Painting is something you can do for 
yourself, but fashion has to be a commercial art. 
You have to take it out into the marketplace and 
test it. You even have to make it look nice on a 
hanger.” Or, in Perlov’s case, on a bike.

Hemp is ideal for paper, cloth, and a thousand other prod- 
ucts.

Cecil has been duped by the anti-marijuana conspirators.

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As the city of Boston pats itself on the back for the drop 
in violent crimes, families in Roxbury are still waiting for 
their loved ones’ murders to be solved. They are the 


human faces of the 


homicide backlog, and 


they are demanding a 


new approach to crime.

atherine Tyler lives with an open 
case file. 

It’s been almost 12 years since her 
daughter Gayla was killed, and still — giv- 
en the chance — she will stare into a televi- 
sion camera, holding Gayla’s portrait, and 
beg for leads. “If anyone knows anything 
about what happened on April 7, 1985,” 
she will ask, as if she will leave the studio, 
go home, and find a message from the wit- 
ness who will at long last close this case. 

She swears she knows who killed her 
daughter. She knows what he looks like, 
and once in a while she thinks she sees him 
around town. She knows whcn his birthday 
is, and — the way she can’t walk down the 
cereal aisle because Gayla loved Cap'n 
Crunch — some years she still celebrates 
his birthday in a grim intcrior fashion. Un- 
til the day he goes to trial, Tyler doesn’t ex- 
pect to find much peace. 

“Someone's out there,” she says. 
“Someone has killed someone that was my 
child.” 

Over the years, everyone who cares about 
her has urged her to give up on the case. 
She recognizes this as sound advice. “If you 
investigate on your own it will destroy you 
mentally,” she says. Her only response is 
that she is a mother. She keeps her files in 
careful order in a leather briefcase, and she 
is waiting, and waiting, and waiting. 

She's not alone. The Living After Mur- 
der Program (LAMP), a survivors’ support 
network working out of the Roxbury Com- 
prehensive Community Health Center, has 
more than its share of waiting stories. And 
when President Clinton came to town last 
month to hold Boston up as an cxample of 
effective crime reduction, people like 
Catherine Tyler had trouble celebrating. 

Their cases represent a new front for law 
enforcement in this season of legitimate suc- 
cess and self-congratulation. The fact is, un- 
solved murders have been piling up in the 
neighborhood for almost 10 years, since 
gang- and drug-related killings spiked 
abruptly. And over time, a reservoir of un- 
solved murders takes a toll on a community. 

“It’s the stuff that cynicism is made of,” 
says Jack Levin, director of Northeastern 
University’s Program for the Study of Vio- 
lence. “It reduces the credibility of govern- 
ment to zero and creates an aura of fear and 
loathing that doesn't dissipate over time.” 

It is not because there are no witnesses. 
Unsolved murders in the Roxbury-Dorch- 
ester-Mattapan area typically result from 
“the grip of fear in the inner city when peo- 
ple are very afraid to come forward,” says 
Wayne Rock, a homicide detective, in a 
mid-February forum with survivors in Rox- 
bury. “We have family members who have 
been on the scene [of a murder] and not 
come forward.” As a result, “solvability” — 
as the detectives call it — can be a question 
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of convincing people to testify. 

With violent crime at a 30-year low, the 
Boston Police Department can afford to as- 
sign homicide detectives to the backlog of 
youth violence and gang-related homicides: 
one neighborhood's miniature version of the 
police department’s Cold Case Squad. But 
that is only part of the solution. Ultimately, it 
is programs such as LAMP — grassroots 
community groups formed out of a shared 
outrage — that hope to change the social 
fabric in the city, so that silence is acknowl- 
edged as a horror as great as murder. 


F YOUR CHILD was murdered in Boston 

in the past five years, odds are about 50-50 
that anyone was arrested for the crime. Of 
the 465 killings logged by the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigations between 199} and 
1995, just 234 were “cleared,” meaning a 
suspect was arrested within 13 months of 
the murder. As in most major American 
cities, this grim statistic is a matter of neigh- 
borhoods — Middlesex County’s clearance 
rate, for instance, is over 80 percent. 

It’s not just Boston. Over the last 30 
ycars, Americans have found it casier and 
casicr to murder and get away with it. In 
1960, more than 90 percent of American 
homicides were cleared; today, that number 
has fallen to 64.5. And the real drop has 
been in urban areas; nationwide, cities with 
populations over a million have a clearance 
rate of 53 percent, whereas rural counties 
boast 80 percent clearance. 

Criminologists attribute the change to a 


gradual shift in the nature of the American 
murder. “Traditional” murders — homi- 
cides committed between people who know 
each other well, after an argument — are 
still generally solved within 14 hours, Levin 
says. There are motives and, frequently, 
confessions. 

The murders that are baffling police to- 
day are homicides between strangers, or 
between acquaintances. Coupled with that 
is a second factor: witnesses are terrified to 
come forward, for fear of ostracism or, 
more likely, violent retaliation. 

In Boston, as in other cities, unsolved 
crimes tend to cluster in a few ncighbor- 
hoods, and Roxbury, Dorchester, and_Mat- 
tapan — with 60 percent of the city’s mur- 
ders — arc a casc in point. Roxbury at- 
tracted attention in 1995 for having the 
highest number of unsolved shootings in 
the city. 

Indeed, for many LAMP members, un- 
solved murders are painfully ordinary. Ev- 
cry now and then, LaTannya Corpening 
will walk into a club — say, the Comedy 
Connection — and see the man who she 
believes killed her brother. Her friends 
whip around to look at her, wondering if 
she wants to leave through the back door. 
LaTannya habitually stands her ground. 

“I have no choice,” she says. “I have my 
two feet planted firmly on the ground, and 
| look them in the eye. | want them to 
know I'm not afraid.” 

At the moment LaTannya tells this story, 
she is in a roomful of people who under-

stand that this is the best she can do. 
Joseph Cox Sr., lost his son, Joseph Jr., in 
September of 1994 — and there has been 
no arrest in his case. Gloria Torres lost her 
son, Milton, in December of 1995 — and 
there has been no arrest in his case. 

To many survivors, the neighborhood's 
low clearance rate can be explained simply, 
as racism. “With most minority murders, 
unless you have the murderer right there 
on a silver platter and say, ‘I saw Jim Jones 
doing it,” it’s never going to be solved,” 
says Mari Adams, whose son Michel was 
killed on May 1, 1995, and who is also 
convinced she knows who did it. 


IEUTENANT PAUL Farrahar, who 

heads the Boston Police’s homicide unit, 
sees improvement already underway, and 
hopes new initiatives can chip away at 
some of the lingering unsolved cases. 
Thanks to an increase in cooperation be- 
tween community members, the police de- 
partment, and the courts, last year’s homi- 
cide clearance rate rose to 62 percent, with 
a 55 percent clearance in Roxbury-Dorch- 
ester-Mattapan, he says. 

“That's significant,” he says. “We're go- 
ing to be able to do a better job.” 

And with the homicide rate down to a 30- 
year low, the department is “actively pursu- 
ing” unsolved gang- and drug-related mur- 








ders, which became epidemic in the area 
around 1988. Detective Paul Joyce, a veteran 
of the Youth Violence Strike Force, will be 
assigned “to look at the whole package,” 
Farrahar says. With the technological re- 
sources of the department's celebrated Cold 
Case Squad, as well as links through more- 
recent cases, “I feel very strongly that there 
are other cases we're going to clear,” he says. 

This is an instance in which the time 
lapse could conceivably be a help, as well as 
a hindrance, Joyce said at a meeting with 
LAMP members in February; investigators 
hope that witnesses previously unwilling to 
testify would be able, under different cir- 
cumstances, to take the stand. 

But, Levin says, even the Cold Case 
Squad — which has become a model for 
the entire country — has a record of limit- 
ed success. 

“It’s highly unlikely that the cases will 
ever be solved,” Levin says. “Once in a 
while, you find an cyewitness who was 
fearful about coming forward making some 
kind of deathbed confession. That's so rare 
that it’s the kind of stuff TV movics are 
made of. Most of the time, it’s a dead end.” 


HE POLICE force is only part of the so- 

lution; Boston has proven over the past 
decade that community involvement is es- 
sential to crime fighting. Over the long 
term, groups like LAMP hope to prompt a 
sea change in the way their neighborhoods 
deal with murder. 

Nationwide victims’ groups like Mothers 
Against Drunk Driving and Parents of 
Murdered Children have been building po- 
litical momentum for 20 years, harnessing 
the anger of thousands of parents to press 
for victims’-rights legislation. But in nceigh- 
borhoods like Roxbury, where murder has 
been absorbed into the social order, the or- 
ganizations’ work is less political activism 
than sociological change. 

“There are just so many deaths,” says 
Katherine Manners, LAMP'’s director. “We 
have so many pcople who have lost a son 
and a nephew and a daughter and a 
boyfriend. It’s not gricf counseling, it’s 
trauma therapy.” 

Among the families participating in the 
program are some that have legacies of 
homicide going back three generations, 
says Christine Caines- Dodson, a LAMP 
therapist. 

“We have people on our caseload who 
are still suffering the effects of murders 
that took place in the '20s or 30s,” she 
says. “In black culture, we were murdered 
and nobody noticed. They didn’t even call 
it murder.” 

Other communities have rejected LAMP’s 
brand of therapy in favor of direct action. In 
Charlestown, for example, the Charlestown

After Murder Program (ChAMP) has at- 
tempted to chip away at the neighborhood's 
infamous code of silence with vigils and re- 
lentless public appearances. 

“We made people look at our pain,” says 
Sandy King, who founded ChAMP in 1993 
after the death of two sons. “Gone arc the 
days when someone was murdered and the 
families went into hiding with shame and 
guilt and gricf.” 

Even if they can’t prevent crimes, sur- 
vivors’ groups can help solve them by en- 
couraging witnesses to come forward, 
King says. ChAMP has demanded victim 
services or protection for witnesses on 
several occasions. 

In the case of Albie Titcomb, who dicd in 
1994, witnesses came forward despite intim- 
idation. That trial seemed to mark a turning 
point in Charlestown, where King says the 
clearance rate has sometimes fallen to 
around 20 percent. Although shc is hesitant 
to take credit for the shift in public opinion, 
King notes that the survivors’ group has 
built up outrage in the community. 

“I think the most successful thing we did 
is | published this list of people who had 
been murdered. It was like taking people 
and shaking them. I don’t know how many 
comments we got. When you see it all to- 
gether in black and white, it’s like, ‘Oh, my 
Jesus,’ ” King says. “A lot of people came 
forward in Albie’s case. Maybe we changed 
some people’s opinions. Whatever it was, 
God bless it,” . 

And last year, King points out, there 
were no homicides in Charlestown for the 
first time since 1976. So when credit is 
doled out for Boston’s crime miracle, 
groups like these should be acknowledged 
for actually changing the way people 
think, says Michael McDonald, director of 
the South Boston-based Citizens for Safe- 
ty, which sponsors an annual gun-buyback 
program. 

“It’s these programs that raised aware- 
ness in the community and got people to 
say the word ‘murder’ and change people's 
ideas about killing somcone in front of 200 
people,” he adds. “The police got on board, 
and that was great, but they got on board. 
The train was already rolling. 

“I’ve heard cases in Charlestown where 
someone was murdered and their kid ends 
up marrying the kid of the murderer,” Mc- 
Donald says. “Charlestown is a case study 
of how it can be turned around.” 


N THE meantime, while they wait, dif- 
ferent families find different ways of liv- 
ing with the burden of an unsolved murder. 






































Grief comes in varieties: some turn to psy- 
chics, some hire private detectives, and 
some find their way to simple acceptance. 

John Taylor, who helped found LAMP af- 
ter his son Lee was murdered, preaches a 
gospcl of Ictting go. He tells this parable 
about vengeance: a few years after his son 
was shot, the man he believed was guilty was 
rcleased from prison and walking the strects 
of Roxbury again. Taylor — who had fanta- 
sized about tracking down the perpetrator — 
suddenly saw the man between the bumper 
of his truck and a bank of hard snow. 

He had a second to decide, and he decid- 
ed he couldn’t do it. Then, later, it happened 
again, on a crosswalk — John Taylor had 
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shot after shot at vengeance. To his own as- 
tonishment, he didn’t take it. “You know 
what I realized?” he says. “I didn’t want it.” 
It was in this spirit that Taylor founded 
LAMP, and in this spirit he is repeating the 
story. “Life is beautiful,” he tells the other 
parents, “despite all we must endure.” 

But his message doesn't bring much sat- 
isfaction to Catherine Tyler, or Gloria Tor- 
res, or Joseph Cox, or LaTannya Corpen- 
ing. Most of them still scan crowds for cer- 
tain faces, and most of them still daydream 
about the death sentence — “Old Smoky,” 
Cox says. “Eye for an eye.” Particularly for 
the families who have not had the satisfac- 
tion of an arrest, flinty anger is not the cx- 
ception; it’s the rule. 

Sitting here, you can see where they're 
coming from. Caines- Dodson, who helps 
lcad the support group, has not hersclf lost 
anyone to murder. But she’s listened to the 
accumulated stories of hundreds of victims, 
and she says Old Smoky isn’t punishment 
enough. Life in prison isn’t punishment 
cnough, and if there's one thing she's 
learned, it’s that the judicial process is “not 
therapeutic when the perpetrator gets two 
10-year sentences for murder.” 

Not even close, says Caines-Dodson, af- 
ter the support group has dispersed. What 
she advocates, as a way of redressing what 
LAMP’s members have lost, is “one hour of 
physical torture every day. An hour of hor- 
rendous physical pain.” 

And if LAMP’s therapist has a retribu- 
tive wish list, the survivors are even angri- 
cr. Few, if any, have reached John Tay- 
lor’s state of grace; not even close. “John 
Taylor is not a mother,” Tyler says simply. 
So as the investigation gocs on into its 
12th year, she continucs to be tortured by 
a killer’s freedom, and she continues to 
wait for resolution. 

“I’m not going to go out and kill him,” 
she says. “Although plenty of people have 
approached me.” She gives a great sigh. 
“I'm going to solve it through this no-good 
system we have called the law.” se

An interview with a clinical 
psychologist who thinks that love 
has a lot to do with what goes on 
between patient and therapist

HY DO SOME people in therapy seem not to get any better, 

even after years on the couch? In The Intimate Hour: Love and 

Sex in Psychotherapy (Houghton Mifflin), Dr. Susan Baur, a 
Boston-area clinical psychologist, offers a surprising answer: they’re not in 
love with their therapists. Defining love to include everything from maternal 
affection to carnal desire, Baur argues that love is what makes therapy work. 

Currently, however, the delicate, emotionally charged business of the 

talking cure is guided by what Baur maintains is an unreasonable fantasy 
of perfect professionalism. Love between doctor and patient has 
increasingly become the subject of malpractice suits, which, she argues, 
inevitably flatten the nuances of the intricate therapeutic relationship. By 
‘consequence, she writes, the lawsuit-shy profession and an aggressive 


Q: For people who think that lust between 
therapist and patient is taboo, your book 
contains some alarming numbers. For one’ 
thing, it’s surprisingly common for doctors to 
have sexual thoughts about their patients. 

A: I did a radio talk show in Los Angeles at 
rush hour last week, and the people who 
called in were mostly clinicians. The host hit’ 
everyone with the same question: “Eighty-sev- 
en percent of clinicians are sexually attracted 
to their clients at some time. Are you?” Every 
single clinician, male or female, said yes. 
Without an instant’s pause. I have not en- 
countered a therapist who has never felt it. 


Q: What lusty doctors! In the book, you 
chalk that up to the drama of daily sexual 
feelings. You say that every time a man sees a 
beautiful woman he feels “a kind of choking 
longing, a yearning that goes nowhere.” 

A: These are our natural feelings, what’s 
bred in the bone. Our natural feelings that 
go back, say, 200,000 years. The Age of 
Reason and the Enlightenment are nothing 
compared to what’s natural. What’s natural 
is for a man to look at — alas! — women of 
childbearing age and say, “DNA!” You 
know, “Get them pregnant.” So it’s no sur- 
prise that 87 percent of all therapists — 80 
percent of women and nearly 100 percent of 
men — are fantasizing about their patients. 

But therapists feel all kinds of attraction. 
Everything from the love that you have for a 
friend, to fraternal love, to parental love, to 
romantic love. For a clinician, they’re all likely 
to play a part at some point in some cases. By 
love I don’t always mean romantic love that 
leads to marriage or to the desire to have sex. 

I wrote this book thinking that clinicians 
are going to face being passionately drawn 
to a client, and wonder, “What’s wrong with 
me?” They need to know what the range of 
this kind of attraction is; they need to have 
some sense of the history. Sexual attraction 
between doctor and patient has been going 
on since the beginning of the talking cure. It 
can lead to marriages, as it did in the case of 
Sandor Ferenzci, Freud’s protégé, and it 
can-lead to exploitation and violence. But it 
can lead to so much in between. 

I was not prepared for the response of 
women patients who have said, “This is the 
first book that I’ve read that has acknowl- 
edged that my feelings toward my therapist 
are real. The book doesn’t talk just about 
Freudian transference, some kind of fake 
love. I am so relieved to hear someone say 
this is real love.” 


Q: Why is it important to call this rela- 
tionship “love”? 

A: I think that if therapists were more 
honest about what they do, it might be 
enough to call it “good therapy.” That’s 
where we need to head. “I’ve had six 
years of wonderful therapy, and I am very 


fond of my therapist, and I know that he 
is very fond of me.” I think that’s as good 
as you get. 


Q: “Very fond of” is one thing, but love is 
another — and lust still another. Are these 
women you're talking about consistently sex- 
ually aroused by their therapists and dream- 
ing of marriage? 

A: Oh yeah! It’s part of good therapy. But 
I wouldn’t want a patient to get stuck 
there. . . . And of course I think that any 
time a therapist acts on romantic or erotic 
feelings in therapy — every single time — 
they’ve done a patient a disservice. That 
doesn’t mean I think they should be sued, 
but even after the flirtatious remark or the 
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patients’-rights movement have made both therapists and patients so wary 
of showing each other affection that they can spend years together as 
defensive strangers, never risking the intimacy necessary to activate a cure. 

While stating unequivocally that actual sex between doctor and patient 
makes further therapy impossible, Baur argues that affection — and even a 
little flirtation — are absolutely necessary. Baur’s book contains a history of 
sex in therapy; an analysis of how love and sex between doctor and patient 
came to be forbidden; and some prescriptions for how, at a time when 
psychotherapy is a field increasingly dominated by women, we can 
reintroduce what she calls “therapy’s essential ingredient.” 

I had breakfast with Dr. Baur recently and tried to find out why flirting 
with one’s therapist might be the key to mental health. 


Q: But when those young guys are talking 
about women, they’re not saying, “Wow, I 
could really be a brother to her.” 

A: Of course not. They’re young men. 
But a conversion is necessary. When these 
young doctors start out, they’re just think- 
ing, “That woman is so attractive. Look at 
the figure on that woman, her skin.” But 
they have got to go on and say, “She’s a 
wonderful person, and she’s trying so hard.” 
How do you love a woman? Jeez, maybe 
you have sex with her. But if you really love 
her, what do you do? You don’t touch her, 
if you really love her. What I’m saying is, 
when you’re faced with attraction, the an- 
swer is not to say, “Ugh! Stop! I can’t look 
at her!” The answer is to ask yourself, do

hand on the shoulder, the therapy ends. The 
patient’s been robbed. It’s over. 


Q: So how do you let your patients know 
you love them? 

A: I usually follow what my patients say. 
If they say, “Oh, Dr. Baur, I admire you so 
much,” I’m likely to say, “I admire the job 
you do. You have an awfully hard life.” And 
maybe then I'll say, “Yeah, I love you too, 
so-and-so.” 


Q: The terms “love” and “sex” seem a lit- 
tle bit slippery at times. I mean, The Intimate 
Hour is a very sexy book, filled with stories of 
passionate affairs between doctors and pa- 
tients. But your point is much tamer, some- 
thing like “Someone in a helping or service 
position should care about the people she or 
he is ministering to.” 

A: I talk about all kinds of love. One of 
my great mentors is an Orthodox Jewish 
therapist, with.a little yarmulke. Do I 
think that he gets sexy feelings with 
women? I haven’t asked him — and I 
will — but I doubt it. Years probably go 
by without anything you’d call a well-for- 
mulated fantasy. But does he love the 
people he deals with?.Oh my God, does 
he love them! The feeling of warmth, that 
he’s on your side — it surrounds you 
like a blanket. 

But this therapist also supervises a lot of 
medical students — second and third-years 
— and he says that in the cafeteria, the stu- 
dents sit as far away as they can from their 
supervisors’ central table so they can discuss 
the beautiful women patients they’ve seen. 
That’s also the essential ingredient of thera- 
py they’re discussing. 


you love her? “Yeah, I think she’s very at- 
tractive.” Go for it in your mind. Think 
about how much you love her. Then think 
about what you would do for a woman you 
really loved. You’d keep her safe. You want 
the best for her. 


Q: This seems like a very a difficult con- 
version, from libido to brain. 

A: These are very general strategies, be- 
cause, you’re right, it’s hard to maintain 
one approach during therapy. One thing 
I’ve learned is that therapy changes. To- 
day, maybe, therapy was rather seductive, 
thank you. Next week it’s really rather 
businesslike. 


Q: Is that why litigating abuses of therapy 
is so difficult? 

A: Yes. In the end, you don’t have ethical 
therapy, unethical therapy, formal therapy, 
ebullient therapy. Usually you have this mix- 
ture that wobbles and wanders. And who 
knows what really happens? The average 
time between the end of therapy and a hear- 
ing — before a court or a board of registra- 
tion — is several years. A woman stews and 
thinks for a couple of years and then says, 
“The way I remember it, he really did cross 
the line. Those hugs at the end, especially 
when he’d go on vacation. I would just 
dream and lie in my bed and take bubble 
baths. And I really think I gotta speak up, 
because if he did this with other women, this 
is not fair.” 

That’s not even what she would’ve said 
the day she got out of therapy! I’m not 
saying it’s wrong, I’m just saying it makes 
no sense to believe that there is a single 
story. 


Q: And what is it about what you call the 
“politically correct” story — the one where a 
male doctor heartlessly takes advantage of a 
female patient — that frustrates you so 
much? 

A: I’m annoyed at both sides, certainly 
not just patients. One of the things frus- 
trates me is that, while I’m trying to bring 
back the ambiguity, what I hear is “What 
about the woman who is raped on the 
couch?” I don’t talk about that because it’s 
a no-brainer. A doctor who gets his patient 
addicted to pills and then says, “You want 
the next prescription, drop your drawers” 
— of course that’s awful. 

And there’s also the other extreme. Say a 
woman falls in love with a radio preacher — 
and I do have a patient who believes that she 
is visited at night by a radio preacher. It’s 
impossible to hold him responsible. To try 
and put a civil suit on him is absurd. 


Q: What I imagine as a more typical vio- 
lation of therapy is neither of these, though. 
It’s in the instant when a patient thinks she’s 
working out an interesting idea, and she 
catches her therapist looking at her breasts. 
Just for a second. The woman feels like she’s 
trusted him, and he’s let her down. Not only 
has she taken a leap of faith and gotten a 
look she could’ve gotten on the street, but 
she’s paying $100 for it. 

A: Can that happen? Yes. But if the thera- 
pist’s any good at therapy, he will do some 
real soul-searching and essentially make it 
up to her the next time. He will either get 
himself some help or take a vacation. If 
you’re with a therapist and that happens two 
or three times in as many months, then 
you’re wasting your money. I would smack 
my male students upside the head if I 
though they were distracted most of the 
time. Get them into landscape gardening, 
get them to mow lawns. 


Q: I’ve got to touch on the 1992 
Bean-Bayog—Lozano case, in which the par- 
ents of a young male suicide sued his female 
therapist, who had written her sexual fantasies 
about him. It’s an especially dramatic, relevant 
case — and it’s a little skirted in the book. 

A: It is a little skirted in the book, because 
it got so much publicity. But if I had talked 
about it, I would have been interested in 
how Paul Lozano felt about Dr. Bean- 
Bayog. What we found out was what Paul 
Lozano’s family believed was going on. 
Lozano, of course, never brought charges 
against her. Was she doing some strange 
therapy? She certainly was. Why did she go 
on for so long without getting paid? Why 
did she go on with these very risky, very 
radical methods? We’ll never know because, 
as you know, it got into the legal arena 
where you’re not supposed to discuss ambi-

guity or how a story changes over time, As 
for the sexual fantasies that she wrote out, I 
can understand how a therapist, in an at- 
tempt not to act on something, would write 
her feelings down. What I cannot understand 
is how Lozano got his hands on them. 

One writes out sexual fantasies to get 
them out of your system. Boy, if I’d written 
what she did, I would never let it be found. I 
would protect it with six locks. I wouldn’t 
have it on a computer. 


Q: But you would let yourself have the 
feelings. 

A: You don’t let yourself — you have 
them! 


Q: Is there a point where you'd call the 
therapy off? 

A: If it was distracting me, and I 
couldn’t handle it, either by discussing it 
or by getting a consult or something. If 
this kept coming, and I kept looking at the 
guy and going, “Oooh... I’d rather be 
dancing with you.” Or if I’m taking a 
shower at home and starting to do the tan- 






who have lived together, I don’t know, 50 
years. I go over to see them pro bono. What 
do we do? We hold hands. One’s got 
Alzheimer’s, one’s having a really hard time. 
They’re funny, New England classics. I’m 
nuts about them. 


Q: Okay, it sounds like you love your work. 
But is it possible to be a good professional 
and not be so loving and effusive? Is it possi- 
ble for a doctor or a therapist to get really 
tired of the steady stream of patients — their 
problems, their neuroses — and still conduct 
good therapy? 

A: No, probably not. Not for very long. 
There are moments like that, of course. 


Q: Some very good professors feel that way 
about their students. 

A: Yeah, well, fire them! If they feel like 
that for a week, fine, give them an aspirin. If 
they feel like that for a month, give them a 
vacation. If they feel like that for a year, fire 
them. I feel very strongly about that. 


Q: What’s interesting about your thesis is 
that it assumes that erotic desire makes ther-

go in the shower stall with my imaginary 
client, I’d think, “Yoo-hoo! Ding ding 
ding!” It’s time to get help. And maybe the 
help will work and maybe it won’t. But 
while I’m figuring out what’s going on in- 
side me, I’m risking the damn therapy. I’ve 
got to come clean and say, “I’m sorry, I’m 
too distracted.” 


Q: Would you tell the patient what’s going 
on? 

A: Sometimes yes, sometimes no. It would 
depend on whether that’s going to help 
them. You don’t want them to think you’ve 
suddenly lost interest and you’re getting rid 
of them. 


Q: But it’s got to be more than tangos at 
stake! What about explicit sexual longing and 
fantasies — cunnilingus and fellatio, not 
tangos and pats on the shoulder? 

A: These are all possible risks. When you 
are with a therapist, you are dealing with 
your emotions and your therapist’s emotion- 
al response to your emotions. You’re in dou- 
ble danger. But that danger is essential. 

Say I’m your therapist, and I refuse to take 
that risk. I’ll put the therapist face on, and I 
will say, “Ah, yes, interesting,” and I will stay 
safe. You will not get authentic, spontaneous 
responses. Quickly you'll learn to copy me. 
Even though I am saying to you, “Show your 
emotions” and “Get in touch with your feel- 
ings,” I am so clearly not in touch with my 
own feelings with the four filters I’ve got here 
between me and thee, that you will get a dou- 
ble message. You will think I’m ethical, and 
professional, and smart — but that some- 
thing isn’t happening. You’re not feeling bet- 
ter. And we can go on for years like that. 


Q: You argue in the book that introducing 
love and sexuality to therapy is liberating, but 
isn’t it possible that a sexual therapy might be 
inhibiting? If I think something romantic is 
going on, my conversation becomes flirtatious 
and I don’t feel like I can be boring or 
unattractive and indulge in the kind of un- 
charming, undelightful expression that seems 
necessary in therapy. 

A: I hope I haven’t implied that love and 
sex are all there is to therapy, and that if you 
don’t have a major crush on your therapist, 
nothing’s going to happen. Heavens no. In 
the majority of therapies, a person is not 
aware of a major crush. But, remember, I 
can be nuts about a four-year-old girl. I have 
a ninetysomething-year-old pair of women 





apy more personal than professional or intel- 
lectual interest does. Say you want to see a 
17-year-old guy because you are interested in 
writing on the psychology of adolescent boys 
and not because you're interested in this guy’s 
body. To you, the lust is more hamanizing 
than curiosity. 

A: I can’t imagine being strictly drawn to a 
patient’s body. I’m just too old. I sometimes 
think about a patient, “Oh, there’s a good- 
looking man. What a good-looking pair of 
shoulders.” The end. But I can imagine 
falling in love with the patient. And of course 
curiosity is part of that. 


Q: I like how you’ve restored drama to the 
psychology of love in this book. You talk 
about desire and heartbreak. But aren't we 
also, in the therapeutic hour, talking about 
boredom, aggravation, idleness? 

A: I have patients whom I sigh about every 
time I see them on my books. But I have 
learned to give myself time — a year, two 
years. Gradually, I’d better become increas- 
ingly comfortable or I’m not doing my job. 

I do have one patient now who is driving 
me bats. I’ve tried to help this person and 
watched her other caregivers fall by the 
wayside. I’m the only one who hangs in. I 
mean, she will say, “You know, Dr. Baur, 
you’re the only one who loves me.” And 
after she has wasted my time and been 
miserable to me, I still have to figure out a 
way of enjoying this person or transfer her 
out. I cannot keep going with a person I 
don’t like. 


Q: So if you don’t like the person, you 
make yourself. And if you are lusting after her 
or him, you tone it down. 

A: In therapy, that’s what you need to do. 
But you can’t convert your affection and lust 
if you won’t acknowledge it. You can’t.con- 
vert it if you’re so scared of it that you say, 
“It doesn’t exist,” or “Since it does exist, I 
must be a lousy therapist and there’s some- 
thing wrong with me.” 

If lust hits in the therapy — does it most 
of the time? No. But if a 45-year-old thera- 
pist who’s just had a divorce gets a new pa- 
tient and thinks, “Oh my God, she watches 
my every move, she’s so attentive, I feel so 
much better, I feet attractive,” I’d advise him 
to acknowledge it and go on, and love her 
well enough that he doesn’t touch her. im

Baja Betty’s 


Bringing some jalapefio flavor to Brookline Village is Baja Bet- 
ty’s, a Cal-Mex restaurant steeped in burrito tradition. It all be- 
gan in East LA with some family burrito recipes and a dream. A 
Mexican friend of Baja Betty proprietor Brett Albert moved from 
LA to New York City, where he ran a burrito pushcart for a while 
before opening a small restaurant. He then perfected the 
recipes with a Culinary Institute of America grad, giving rise to a 
network of Cal-Mex burrito eateries, including Uncle Moe’s Bur- 
rito in New York, and, since early February, Baja Betty’s. 

Here the food is filling, fresh, and healthy, with many low-fat 
and vegetarian options. Try the behemoth burritos ($4.50 to 
$6.75), or the super quesadilla ($5.25) with any of the excellent 
fillings — the carne asada (marinated char-broiled steak) is par- 
ticularly good. Tacos ($2.50 to $3.50) and generously sized na- 
cho servings ($5.25) are also available. And don’t miss the Jarri- 
tos ($1.50), flavored sodas (among them pineapple and 
tamarind) imported weekly from Mexico, or the salsas, which 
are made fresh daily. 

Baja Betty’s Burritos, located at 3 Harvard Street, in Brookline 
Village, is open Monday through Saturday from 11:30 a.m. to 9 
p.m. Hours are subject to change. Call 277-8900.
